At the meeting of the School Com- 
mittee on Monday night a communi- 
cation from F. Ewing Wilson, Director 
of Recreation, was read asking that 
t.lio use of showers In school buildings 
he permitted to participants in bas- 
ketball games and other activities 
sponsored by the Recreation Depart- 
ment, who use the gymnasiums in 
junior high school buildings. Last 
month such use of the showers was 
forbidden by the School Committee be- 
cause of the extra expenses they 
caused. In answer to Mr. Wilson’s 
letter the School Committee authorized 
Supt. of Schools Warren to write a let- 
ter to Mayor Goddard stating that the 
committee is willing that the showers 
in school buildings may be used by 
the groups engaged in recreational ac- 
tivities provided that the School De- 
partment will not bear the expense, 
which. is estimated at $3 per night for 
each building used. 

To justify his objection to the use 
of school buildings nights by outside 
activities at the expense of the school 
department, Supt. of Schools Warren 
stated that in 1939 only $100 had been 
allowed the department for the cost of 
coal, light, water, gas and power used 
in school buildings nights for outside 
activities and the estimated cost to the 
School Department was $4114.10. Al- 
though the estimated cost for 1940 
would be greater, only $1000 has been 
asked for in the budget. Replying to 
a statement made by Director Wilson 
in his letter that the Recreation De- 
partment has for many years built

Hugh Huroid of Webster st., West 
Newton, failed in his effort to be 
reinstated as Janitor of the Davis 
School, West Newton on Monday 
when Judge Quinn in the Newton 
court decided that the Newton School 
Committee had not acted in bad 
faith In ordering Harold’s discharge, 
and that he was discharged for pro- 
per cause. Harold was recently dis- 
charged after complaints had been 
made by teachers that his work had 
not been satisfactory, and that the 
odor of liquor had been noticed on 
his breath. 

At the hearing before Judge Quinn 
on Monday, Miss Mary Bradley, as- 
sistant principal at the Davis School 
told of Harold having had a stranger 
doing his work in the boiler room 
on November 1. Harold’s attorney 
argued that his client’s physician had 
told him on the day preceding that 
date to take a drink of liquor for an 
illness he had, and that Harold had 
taken this one medicinal drink. Mr. 
Coles of City Solicitor Bartlett's of- 
fice, argued that the School Commit- 
tee cannot allow a janitor who ap- 
pears to be under the influence of 
liquor to come into contact with chil- 
dren in a school.

Proves Its Power 


Auburndale Branch 
of Newton Trust Co. 
In New Quarters 

During the last several months a 
new building to house the Auburndale 
office "!' tho Newton Trust Company 
lias been under construction. Now 
entirely completed and ready for oc- 
cupancy. the building was opened for 
inspection last Monday afternoon from 
four until eight o'clock. 

Mr. Harry J Carlson of Newton 
Centre, a member of the firm of 
Coolldge & Carlson, waH the archi- 
tect. 

The building front is Indiana lime- 
stone. The banking room walls are 
panelled with a Philippine wood called 
Bayott and the walls above are Cali- 
fornia stucco in Travertine finish. 
Two large lighting chandeliers sus- 
pended from the ceiling were special- 
ly designed for this building and 
wore manufactured from a combina- 
tion of polished chrome and glass 

There is a commodious vault on 
the street level with several hun- 
dred safe deposit boxes for the con- 
venience of people in the Auburn- 
dale district. This vault is constructed 
of 18-inch reinforced concrete and 
the door, which is 10 inches thick, 
weighs approximately eleven tons. 

There is a large fireproof storage 
vault in the basement and both vaults 
are protected by the modern electric 
protective system. 

Since this office was first opened 
In January 1915 there has been a 
steady growth until at the present 
time its deposits are In excess of 
$1,170,000. 

With every modern convenience for 
the prompt and efficient handling of 
banking service, the people of Auburn- 
dale will now have the use of a bank 
building which is designed to meet 
their every need.

Ex-Mayor Sinclair Weeks of West 
Newton is being favored to succeed 
Congressman Joseph W. Martin as 
member of the Republican National 
Committee from Massachusetts. Mr 
Martin has announced that he will 
resign from the committee because 
of the increased demands on his time 
as Republican leader in the House of 
Representatives. Several days ago 
George W. Schryver. chairman of the 
Massachusetts Republican Committee 
stated that Mr. Weeks will probably 
be chosen to succeed Martin, and Mrs.

School, was accepted. She has taught 
at the Stearns School since 1902 and 
retires because of ill health. 


Not Guilty of 

Stealing Barrel 


Chester A. Kales. 67. of 1185 Wash- 
ington st.. West Newton, was found 
not guilty by Judge Mayberry in the 
Newton court last Friday on the 
charge of stealing a 50 gallon fuel 
oil barrel owned by the Welfare De- 
partment of Xewtou. The barrel had 
been placed, with a stand, behind 
the block at 991 Watertown st. for 
use by a welfare recipient. Soon 
after the barrel was placed at that 
locus, it disappeared. The police got 
a tip that Fales was seen rolling the 
barrel away from 991 Watertown st., 
and Fireman Arthur McCarthy iden- 
tified it as the property of the Wel- 
fare Department. Fales told the 
judge that the manager of a chain 
store in the block, behind which the 
barrel bud been placed, asked him to 
take some barrels from the yard be- 
hind that store. 


Newton Automobile 
Dealers Organize 

The automobile dealers of Newton 
met at the Brae Burn Club last week 
and organized the Newton Automobile 
Dealers Association All seventeen 
dealers in this city are members. Per- 
cy E. Frost of Frost Motors. Newton, 
was elected president: Richard Dwy- 
er of Newton Buick Company, vice 
president, and John Cahill of Newton 
Motor Sales Company, secretary- 
treasurer. The objects of the new as- 
sociatlon are — to bring about a better 
understanding and co-operation be- 
tween Newton automobile dealers, and 
to influence residents of the Newtons 
to buy their automobiles iu this city, 
thus obtaining better service for tbem- 
selves. and assisting in making this 
city more prosperous by patronizing 
Newton business men and taxpayers, 
and giving employment to their em- 
ployees. who are mostly residents of 
the city. 


Mayor Goddard called a special 
meeting of the Board of Aldermen on 
A'ednesday night for the purpose of ap- 
propriating $65,000 to defray the costs 
of removing snow following the bliz- 
zard of Feb. 14 and the fall of heavy 
snow on Feb. 19. The Mayor resorted 
to the unusual expedient of appearing 
personally before the Board at the 
meeting to explain the need of the 
extra appropriation. 

He said: 

“The two recent snowstorms start- 
ing on the 14th and 19th of this month 
created an emergency situation here 
in Newton as well as In other cities 
and towns in Massachusetts. The 
large amount of snow, accompanied 
by a high wind, which fell in a com- 
paratively short time during the first 
storm, and the weight of the heavy 
snow, which fell during the second 
storm, made the work of snow removal 
much more difficult and expensive than 
any storm in recent years. 

"Th* work of clearing the streets 
and sidewalks was efficiently carried 
on by our Street Department, but at a 
total cost of approximately $95,000. 
Approximately $17,000 had already 
been spent earlier in the year, so that 
our total cost for snow and ice re- 
moval at the present time is approxi- 
mately $112,000 for the year. These 
figures may not be exact, but are the 
best approximation available at the 
moment. Consequently. $65,000 is 
needed in addition to the $50,000 al- 
ready appropriated, and I respectfully 
recommend the appropriation by your 
Honorable Board of $65,000 for the ad- 
ditional expense Incurred to meet this 
emergency. 

"We have over 275 miles of streets 
in Newton, and comparisons have 
been made with other cities and towns 
around Greater Boston. I find that the 
cost of the snow removal work in 
Newton on a cost per mile basis was 
done less expensively than by any 
other of the eleven communities with 
which we have compared results. 

"The citizeus of our city should be 
appraised of this problem. Our people 
and traffic requirements demand al- 
most immediate clearing of our streets 
and sidewalks during and after a 
storm. The demands of public con- 
venience are very insistent, and the 
work cannot be carried on without 
ultimate payment by the taxpayer. 

"In another communication I have 
further reduced my recommendations 
in the Street Department budget by 
$27,750, which covers several items. 
In view of the fact that we have en- 
countered an unusual year requiring 
unusual expenses for snow removal, 
it seems necessary to me to postpone 
some of the work in the Street De- 
partment which might otherwise have 
been desirable." 

The recommendations in the Street 
Department budget, which the Mayor 
reduced, include the following: mainte- 
nance of drains. $3000: street clean- 
ing $2000: maintenance of sidewalks. 
$2000: resurfacing streets. $5000; 
maintenance of sewers. $2000: care of 
trees $5 ; new trees, $3000; traf- 

fic signals. $5750. The item for traffic 
signals was to provide changes in the 
signals at Commonwealth ave. and

Nearly two weeks ago the final meeting of the Community 
Forum for this season was held. The Forum in the past five 
years has performed a valuable service to the community in 
bringing to the citizens speakers upon various topics of special 
interest. Fewer persons among Newton audiences probably 
agreed with Dean James M. Landis at the last meeting than 
with any other speaker during the current season, erudite and 
experienced as he may be we could not help but feel that Dean 
Landis lost sight of one of the fundamental bases upon which 
this American democracy is based. Mr. Landis contended that 
it was better to have Boards and specialized bureaus handling 
the details of various governmental regulatory functions rather 
than to have the courts, far from specialized in the field in 
which they may be called to render verdict, decide the point 
at issue. Our conception of the function of the court is to 
render its decision on the basis of right or wrong as the law 
pertains to the constitutional rights of every inhabitant. The 
difficulty with having a specialized board exercise too great 
a power of regulation lies in the fact that members of these 
boards are politically appointed and politically subservient to 
the administrative officials from whom they receive appoint- 
ment. Although many persons may feel reason to decry court 
appointments as being political in nature, by and large, the 
highest courts of which we are now speaking, render decisions 
based on justice. One cannot walk up the steps of the Supreme 
Court building in Washington without a feeling of confidence 
that within its walls equal justice for all is the motive of those 
who sit there. 


STORM COSTS 


At the meeting of Iho Hoard of A1 
dermen on Fob. 19 a petition was re- 
ceived from Morris Fisher of Chelsea 
asking that heavy trucking bo prohl 
blted on Centre st.. Newton, In Wards 
1 and 7 between the hours of 11 p. m. 
and 7 a. m. Mr. Fisher is the owner 
of the new apartment building at 543 
and 549 Centro st., between Mount 
Ida st. and Nowtonville nve. Residents 
on Centre st. have been disturbed in 
recent years because of tlte large 
number of heavy trucks which rumble 
over that street, including sand and 
gravel trucks headed toward Need- 
ham and Oak Hill early in the morn- 
ing. But, unless n State law shall be 
passed restricting hours during which 
heavy trucks may be operated on njl 
public highways, it is difficult to con- 
ceive how such trucks can he restrict- 
ed on Centre st. This street is the 
main highway between Newton Cor- 
ner and points North, such as Wa- 
tertown and Cambridge, and Newton 
Centre and points South. If It is 
closed to heavy trucks during late 
night and early morning hours, on 
what street will such trucks travel? 
If they had to he detoured via Park 
st., Waverley ave. and other streets, 
to reach Newton Centre, naturally 
the residents on those streets would 
rightly protest. We sympathize with 
persons who resided on Centre st. be- 
fore the nuisance of heavy trucking 
started. But. Mr. Fisher’s apartments 
have been erected within the past 
year or so. when the truck traffic hud 
been long in existence. Incidentally, 
the sidewalk nlong Centre st., ad- 
joining the apartment building, was 
not cleared of snow following the 
snowstorms of Feb. 14 and 19. 


Mayor Goddard called public attention this week to the 
expensive emergency which the two severe storms created 
recently by personally appearing before the Board of Aider- 
men at a regular meeting. In acquainting the citizens of New- 
,ton with the facts surrounding the problem he has performed 
a service tyhicJl should go a long way toward further creation : 
of public confidence. Ope thought in his brief message is es- j 
sentiallv pertinent — “the demands of public convenience are j 
very insistent, and the work cannot be carried on without 
ultimate payment by the taxpayer,” The cost of the storm is 
not measurable its terms of dollars which are expended in mak- 
ing streets passable for traffic. Many Newton merchants well 
know that the storms caused practically all retail business ta 
fall to a low ebb except in those stores dealing in the neces- 
sities of life. And a few days loss of business means as much, 
if not more, to the merchant than the few dollars assessed 
against individual property taxes. 


A new feature of one of our favorite 
newspapers, the Roston Globe, is a 
daily message from Finland written 
by a young man. W. L. White, son of 
the famous Wichita, Kansas, editor. 
So far. young Mr. White’s articles 
have not been very informative, tend- 
ing more to the human interest side. 
One that was in last Saturday’s Globe 
was. however, a pippin. In it the new 
war correspondent, who never saw a 
war before, tells "some of the nice 
things about war," saying it is “nicer 
and fairer than hunting, and yet it 
has the same clean outdoors feel, the 
same feel of men doing something to- 
gether, the same nice taste of lots of 
hot coffee and meat and bread. — the 
same sweet slepp when you are so 
tired you do not even feel that the 
mattress is straw, and the same nice 
sound of a wood Are crackling at night 
in a du gout stove. . . .’’ He continued 
— "the danger In being shelled or in 
dodging a belt full of machine-gun 
hull, i- is like the most excit ing mo- 
ment in the best ball game that you 
have ever watched, or like a very 
tense moment in a card game." The 
tyro war correspondent wrote more 
about the very nice things of war. 

Young Mr. White made some very 
brief excursions to the front under 
the guidance and guard of Finnish offi- 
cers. Obviously he did not have to 
face or endure the real war conditions 
such as the Finnish or Russian sol- 
diers have faced and will face, or as 
soldiers in the World War endured. 
Had he this experience he would 
know that those unfortunate pawns of 
human greed ami stupidity did not en- 
joy the nice taste of hot coffee, meat 
and bread, or sweet sleep on a straw 
mattress with a wood fire crackling 
nearby in a stove. We would suggest 
that while Mr. White still believes 
war Is so nice, that he returns to 
Wichita, because soon it will com- 


inence to grow warmer In Finland, and 
when the many thousands of bodies of 
poor Russians and Finns now lying 
frozen in tin- forests and swamps 
there thaw, it will be much nicer in 
Kansas, and hunting birds and seeing 
hall games will bo much safer than fac- 
ing the advance of millions of Soviet 
soldiers. 

The question which lias increasing- 
ly interested or bothered many mil- 
lions in this country — "Will President 
Roosevelt run for a third term?" — 
seems to have been answered (in the 
opinion of many) by Mr. Roosevelt al- 
lowing his name to stand in Illinois, 
anil by bis failure to state that ho will 
not be a candidate. Declarations fa- 
voring a third term for Mr. Roosevelt 
by prominent Democrats in Massa- 
chusetts, New Hampshire. Connecticut 
and other States, and by Mayor La 
Guardla of New York, and the one- 1 
sided lend he has in the Gallup poll, j 
all indicate that if the President wants 
the Democratic nomination, he can i 
have it.

We were interested to hear Adolf 
Hitler state in his speech of last Sat- 
urday that- "the hand ol Providence 
saved him from deatli when the bomb 
exploded in the Burgerbrauhaus at 
Munich on Nov. 8." that "the same 
Providence has especially blessed us 
for six years, nnd will not drop us 
now." and — "There is a God — He cre- 
ates people with equal rights.” Hen- 
Hitler. like his new ally. Kamernd 
Stalin, lias been accused of befog ut- 
terly materialistic and Godless. But, 
the God to whom Hitler gives thanks 
is not the God worshipped by the 
Germans prior to the World War. the 
deity In whom they had such faith 
that their slogan was "Gott Mit 
Uns," and which slogan was embossed 
on the buttons and belt-buckles of Ger- 
man soldiers’ uniforms. That God 
was the God of the Christians, for the 
worship of whom thousands of beau- 
tiful Gothic churches, including majes- 
ie cathedrals had been erected during 
past centuries in Germany. 

The losing of that war caused Hit- 
ler and most of his followers to lose 
their faith in Christ. Since they be- 
came ascendant in Germany the past 
several years. Hitler and his Nazi 
leaders have worked persistently to 
discredit and persecute both Catholic 
and Protestant clergymen in the 
Reich, and have succeeded in embit- 
tering millions of the youth of that 
country against Christianity, against 
the God who was Jewish In His hu- 
man form. Hitler did not indicate what 
I he now believes in. Perhaps the i 
Omnipotent in whom Adolf now places 1 
his faith, hns in Hitler’s belief the 
characteristics of that ancient Ger- 1 
man deity — "Wodan.” worshipped as 
the dispenser of victory, and to whom 
(according to Tacitus) the ancient | 
Germans offered tinman sacrifices, j 
Certainly Hitler is offering human sac- 
rifices. both of the German people and 
other peoples in his quest for victory i 
and with t he confidence that the God i 
lie now believes In. will not fail him. | 

Those of us who believe in Christ!- 1 
unity cannot condone Hitler's paganis- ! 
tie philosophy, or worship his kind of i 
God. but many of us will agree that 1 
Germany should control a fair share 1 
of this earth's resources. Had there 
been more adherence to the Golden f 
Rule of Christianity by Britain and 
France following the World War. and i 
less desire on their part for additional 
power and wealth, the present war 1 
might have been avoided.

Rotary Club 


At tho meeting of the Rotary Club 
on Monday the guest speaker was Dr. 
Hacliiro Yuasa. Ph D., formerly head j 
of the biological department of the 
Imperial University of Tokio. He was 
introduced by Irving Atwood. Dr. 
Yuasa spoke unon "The Sino-Japan- 
ese Tragedy," prefacing his remarks 
with the comment that he was glad j 
to address a Rotary Club; although 
not a member himself, he felt Ro- 
tarian in spirit. He touched briefly 
upon Rotary Clubs in Japan. 

He characterized the period Japan ' 
Is going through as a tragedy of his- 
tory and ono that Is international in 
scope a* a problem. The whole of 
Japan being about the size of the 
State of Montana and with a popula- 
tion of seventy-two rgillion, some 
meusure of relief must be found for 
the future of Japan. Tho speaker dls- 1 
cussed four possible solutions. Immi- 
gration Is Impossible because of re- , 
strlctlon In any possible direction to 
which Japanese could go; birth con- 
trol Is impossible because it Is not 
accepted; agricultural promotion is 
difficult because of lack of land; and 
fourthly Industrial activity is possible 
only through tho extension of trade 
with other nations, as Japan has but 
only a few of the 03 basic materials 
essential to Industry. 

Dr. Yuasa handled many phases of 
a delicate subject with due propriety 
and deference and concluded with re- 
plies to numerous questions from his 
audience. Ho asserted that Japan 
stands condemned us an aggressor na- 
tion hut that he sees a Tokio Wash 
ington axis more vital to Japan's fu- 
ture welfare Ilian the so-called Tokio- 
Rom*- Berlin axis.

This 
is about 25 or 30 feet inside the 
street sidewalk and with a new sido- 
walk at the new set back front that 
gives access to the store fronts for 
small sales by those who shop on 
"foot."

TRACK TEAM PLACES

Newton High completed its regular 
season last Saturday in the annual 
State Meet at the Boston Garden 
track, scoring 13 points, to earn a 
tie for second place with Lowell High 
while Mechanic Arts High swept to 
the top of the heap with 20 points 
for its first championship. Mechanics 
Arts triumph toppled Newton from 
the throne where it has ruled for 
the pnst two years. Back in the 
ruck early in the season Coach 
Enoch's forces havo forged gradually 
ahead with a third at Andover two 
weeks ago and its second-place tie 
last Saturday. Several of Newton’s 
leading performers will participate in 
the Bowdoin Interscholastics on Mar. 
9th at Brunswick, Maine. 

Pre-meet favorites in various Class 
A events last Saturday were toppled 
to upset all predictions except for Me- 
chanics Arts rousing surge to tho top 
in which the artisans tallied 15 points 
in the last three events, an eight- 
point effort in the high jump turning 
tho trick. Had Newton athletes come 
through here and there sufficient 
points would have been garnered to 
have come close to topping the win- 
ners’ efforts. 

Tho dash field was too fast for 
Newton’s entry, Jim Beloit, who won 
his trial heat but was eliminated in 
the semi-finals. Bill Alpert, who had 
previously captured a second in tho 
standing broad jump to start New- 
ton off, won his trial hurdle heat, 
placod second to Koumunlzolis of 
Lowell in a semi-final, and then du- 
plicated in the final, chalked up 5 Vi 
points for tho orange and black. 

The 300-yard run, with trials against 
time, found Bob Cotton of Newton 
winning the second heat but failing 
to qualify. Lewis Watkins, Mechan- 
ics Arts flyer, had come within .la 
of the record in his trial, and Po- 
chowsky of Brockton staged a torrid 
duel in tlie final with the Brocktou 
runner taking tho lead at the end 
of tho stugger-lunes and holding off 
every effort of the Bostonian who 
faded at tho end and barely saved 
second plpace over Shotgrem of Bos- 
ton English. 

The 600-yard run was tho most 
thrilling or the day with places being 
awarded on a time basis and the 
stars seeded in the fiuul heat.

Washington st.. Commonwealth ave. 
and Centre at.. Commonwealth av. and 
Lexington st., and in the trafflc tower 
at Nonantum sq., Newton Corner. At 
the intersections on Commonwealth 
ave. the signal beacons located on the 
streets were to be removed and re- 
placed by corner signals. At the tower 
at Newton Corner the dangerous ex- 
istent signal, which authorizes two 
lines of traffic to cross by each mak- 
ing a left turn, was to be eliminated. 

Street Commissioner Haughey stated 
that the cost of removing snow after 
the blizzards wus $46,000, and the 
cost of removing the snow after the 
storm on Feb. 19 was $19,000. All- 
thotigh much more snow fell during 
the blizzard, it was light and dry. and 
could be plowed and removed more 
expeditiously and economically than 
the heavy, wet snow which fell dur- 
ing the second storm. The second 
storm came before the snow from the 
blizzard had all been cleared, and the 
high drifts and windrows caused by 
the blizzard, and the plowing of streets 
after it. added to the costs of the 
second storm.

At Crystal Lake 


The eyesore adjoining Crystal Lake, 
Newton Center, caused by the debris 
where the former Crystal Lake Ice 
Company plant was located, and an 
outdoor market nearby, will bo elim- 
inated if plans for a compromise ar- 
rangement are accepted by the Board 
of Aldermen and the Mayor. Peti- 
tions were received by the Aider- 
men on Monday night from Elsie 
Tufts of Somerville. One asks for a 
permit to erect a gasoline filling sta- 
tion at 1365 Centro st., Newton Cen- 
ter, the site of the former Karalekas 
Market. A hearing has been assigned 
for this petition on April 1. A sec- 
ond petition from Elsie Tufts asks 
for a change of zoning so that a lot 
of land on Norwood ave. adjoining 
the proposed Ailing station site will 
be changed from business district to 
single residence district. 

In conjunction with these two peti- 
tions a petition was received from the 
Purity Crystal Ice Company asking 
that the site where the former ice 
house was located between Centre st., 
Norwood ave. and the lake, be 
changed from manufacturing district 
to general residence district. It is 
understood that If the Aldermen will 
grant the permit for the Ailing sta- 
tion, the owners of the other two 
parcels of property will consent to 
the zoning changes. Several attempts 
have been made to obtain a gaso- 
line station permit at the 1365 Cen- 
ter st. locus. Proposals have also 
been made by some residents of the 
Center and Highlands to have the 
city purchase the old ice house prop- 
erty for park purposes, but the city 
hasn’t money to spend for such aes- 
thetic development under existent 
conditions.

Hided on the turnpike with a car 
driven by Joseph Denty of Hamel 
pi.. Newton Centre. Denty started in 
pursuit but was outdistanced, and he 
lost sight of the Aeeing car as Wood- 
ward st. was reached.

The Board of Alderman on Monday 
night voted against granting the peti- 
tion of Joseph H. Cordingley for a p*r 
mil to establish a gasoline Ailing sta- 
tion at 2300 Washington st., Newton 
Lower Falls. Alderman Jamieson 
arose to speak in favor of granting 
the permit, stating that, he nad been 
accorded the privilege by the Li- 
censes Committee of listening to Ha 
discussion on this matter, and Inas- 
much as there had been no discussion 
in the open Board meeting on the pe- 
I tition, he talked on some of the argu- 
ments offered. Alderman Temperley 
questioned the *-thlcs or right of Jamle- 
j son to reveal anything which might 
' have been discussed in the commhtee 
meeting. President Floyd stated that 

* 

hne. and that Jamieson had the right 
to talk on the subject. Jamieson th*n 
J remarked that he would wait until the 
chairman of the Licenses Committee 
‘ uav*- his report, and would base bis 
.'•marks on what the chairman said. 

Alderman Fahey, chairman of the 
committee, said that the matter had 
; been considered In great detail by the 
License* Committee and that the City 
| Solicitor had been asked for a ruling 
on a question which had been raised. 

I Fahey said that the committee had 
been influenced most In voting against 
the petition by the action of the I^ower 
Fall- Improvement Association In vot- 
ing 74 to 1 against granting the per- 
mit. and by objections of persons own- 
ing property nearby, and secondly be- 
cause of the alleged traffic hazard the 
proposed station would create. 

Alderman Jamieson replied that the 
traffic hazard would be no more than 
If stores, houses or a factory would be 
erected on the locus, and the entrance 
to the station would not be opposite 
Grove st. He said the objection of the 
Improvement Association was based 
on the contention that there are al- 
ready enough gasoline stations, and It 
is not the right of the Aldermen to 
limit the number of grocery stores, 
gasoline stations or other business 
enterprises. Jamieson called attention 
to four gasoline stations located at 
the four corners of the intersection of 
Beacon and Walnut sts . which he said 
have made this Intersection less a traf- 
fic hnzard because they afford open 
views from all approaches. Referring 
to the objection against the proposed 
Lower Falls station because It is near 
a church. Jamieson argued that a gaso- 
line station at Newton Centre (Willow 
and Centre sts.) Is much nearer church 
property. He said that he and many 
others had opposed the granting of the 
permit for the station at Newton Cen- 
tre several years ago. but most of 
these former opponents now feel It 
was not a mistake to have granted the 
permit for that station. Jamieson said 
the locus at Lower Falls is in a manu- 
facturing zone, and the petitioner, Mr. 
Cordingley. an old Newton taxpayer, 
should not be prohibited from reason- 
able use of his property. 

Alderman Gaddis said he is person- 
ally opposed to more gasoline stations 
in Newton, and the people of Lower 
Falls should have something to say 
as to what they want in their com- 
munity: a vote of 74 to 1 is an expres- 
sion of public opinion. Gaddis com- 
mented that although the Methodist 
church at Lower Falls is a small 
church, nevertheless it is a church. 
Alderman Leo. answering Gaddis’ 
statement— Who am I to Judge what 
the people of Lower Falls should 
have .’", said "Who am I to Judge what

In regard to cost of city govern- 
ment, the tax rate does not always 
reflect increases in the cost. The 
newspapers announced recently that 
Newton has lost its enviable position 
of having the lowest tax rate of any 
of the cities in Massachusetts and 
that Gardner is now in the low po- 
sition. It is interesting to note that 
in the case of Gardner their debt at 
the beginning of 1939 was slightly 
over $400,000, whereas in Newton we 
had allowed our debt to roll up to 
over $7,000,000. Even this figure does 
not give us the complete picture. As 
farms and largo estates are devel- 
oped into subdivisions, assessments 
increase proportionately. Possibly one 
of the most forceful examples is the 
fact that if the cost of city govern- 
ment in 1939 was levied against the 
properties as they existed in 1920, 
the tax rate would bo over $50.00 a 
thousand. 

The Taxpayers’ Association is a 
representative group of citizens from 
all parts of Newton who are now 
making their voices heard in the 
School Committee and the Board of 
Aldermen asking that costs he re- 
duced and efficiency increased, and 
the ultimate goal of this association is 
to make Newton <x model city to be 
copied after in all phases of govern- 
in' at.

In Great Britain the government 
operates the radio broadcasting sta- 
tions. all owners of radio receiving 
sets must pay a small fee, and the 
funds so obtained defray the costs of 
the programs broadcast. In the U. 
S. A. the receipts from advertising 
which is broadcast, pays the ex.- ' 
ponses of the privately operated radio 
stations. Many in this country ob- 1 
ject to the British system because 
it would end the freedom of one 
of the two greatest means of dissem- 
inating news — and propaganda. On 
the other hand, many thousands of, 
persons in this country who formerly 
were opposed to government opera- | 
tion of railio stations, have become 
inclined toward that plan the past i 
few years because of the progres- 
sive deterioration of radio programs. 
Formerly one could tune in to at 
least one high class musical program 
at almost any hour on the radio. 
Now, one is fortunate, most of the 
time, to find such a program. Most 
of the "music” broadcast over radio 
now is that evidence of national deca- 
dence known as "swing music.” and 
as many of the most popular orches- 
tras end the playing of each tune 
there emanates from the ballroom 
where the orchestra broadcasts a 
bedlam of screaming, shrieking and 
whistling as the youthful devotees 
of "swing” express their applause 
and hysteria. We wonder what per- 
sons in other countries who listen 
to such programs think, as they hear 
this evidence of musical and human 
decadence coming from the U. S. A.?

st. to the pike, and about $30,000 was 
paid to the owner of the property: an 
excellent award. Instead of the State' 
and City of Newton officials co-opera- 
lively planning and taking the entire 
lot of land, a narrow strip was left 
in the possession of the owners. And 
on this narrow strip, the then Board 
of Aldermen permitted another filling 
stnt ion to bo built. Steep grades ap- 
proach the station both on the turn- 
pike h.v-pnss and Chestnut st. The 
viaduct over which the main pike pass- 
es creates a blind approach on Chest- 
nut st. going North. There is a very 
sharp, narrow turn from Chestnut st. 
onto the by-pass. The station nbutts 
an attractive residential zone, and 
owners of abutting property objected 
to its re-establishment at the locus. In 
brief, every valid objection that could 
he offered against a gasoline filling 
stiitlon could rightly b< offered against 
the station I refer to. Notwithstand- 
ing. the Aldermen voted to permit the 
erection of a little building on this 
dangerous site, so that the station 
could he started there again. Since 
then, we have had to smile when we 
hear any Board of Aldermen discuss- 
ing any proposed tilling station site 
as a traffic hazard. In our opinion, 
the locus sit Washington st., Lower 
Falls, would not lie a traffic hazard. 

During the discussion by the Board 
of Aldermen last Monday night on the 
Cordingloy petition for a gasoline 
station at 2300 Washington st.. Al- 
derman Gaddis argued that the wish- 
es of residents of Lower Falls should 
receive serious consideration, and as 
the Improvement Association of that 
village voted 74 to 1 against the grant- 
ing of the permit, he, too. voted against 
it. Alderman Lee. n new member of 
tin Board disagreed with Gaddis. He 
said thitl the Aldermen should not too 
readily say what Cordingloy or others 
should do with their property. Mr. Lee 
should realize that the whole principle 
f zuiiing is based on what uses per- 
sons cun make of their property, and 
that the welfare of n community, on 
the basis of zoning laws, is paramount 
to (hut of the individual. Mr. Lee 
also staled that the reason he voted 
against the granting of the permit for 
tin- proposed station wns - that it 
would not he operated by the petition- 
er. Mr. Cordingley. As a matter of 
fact few of the gasoline station per- 
mits granted in Newton in past years 
were obtained with the understand- 
ing that those who had owned the 
properties involved would own or op- 
erate these stations. 

The writer is not u resident of Low- 
er Falls and it is none of his business 
whether or not the Aldermen should 
vote to grunt a 'filling station permit 
at 2300 Washington st. However, if the 
writer were a Lower Falls resident, 
lie would prefer to see an attractive 
tilling station on the site, instead of 
the unattractive old buildings now 
there. If the obsolete old structures 
now along Washington st. at Lower 
Falls were removed and some new 
development of that area lie made 
which would permit views of the 
Charles River and the falls, it certain- 
ly would evolve that village center 
from one of the least attractive parts 
of this city into one of the most at- 
tractive. 

We are glad to read Hint the Can- 
ard White Star Steamship "Queen 
Elizabeth” has safely arrived in New 
York for the purpose of giving it a 
safe haven.

Horace Mann Stamp 
On Sale March 14 


On March 14, 1940, the Post Of- 
fice Department places on sale at 
the Boston Post Office a one-cent 
stamp commemorating a distinguished 
son of Massachusetts. Horace Mnnn. 
who was accurately termed the father 
of the "American Free Public School.” 
On that date, Postmaster Tague will 
present, at 9:30 a. m., in his office, 
a sheet of stamps from the first block 
issued, to a direct descendant of Hor- 
ace Mann. 

First Day Covers, either plain or 
with appropriate cachet, to which 2 
one-cent Horace Mann stamps are af- 
fixed. will be delivered to any point in 
the Boston Postal District. 3 one- 
cent Horace Mann stamps must be 
affixed for delivery outside the Bos- 
ton Postal District. 6 one-cent Hor- 
ace Mann stamps must be affixed for 
Air Mail Delivery in United States. 
First Day Covers will receive a spe- 
cial postmark at Boston Post Office. 
March 14 only, which makes a col- 
lectors item of special value. Start 
sending your requests with money for 
First Day Covers at once. 

Horace Mann was born in Franklin. 
Massachusetts in 1796. He was the 
father of the American free public 
school and he established the first 
normal school in this country. In his 
early days it was located at West 
Newton. He was a member of Con- 
gress from this State from 1848 to 
1853 and became President of Antioch 
College in 1853. He died in 1859.

Diabetes on Increase 

Deaths among Americans from 
diabetes have increased by 40U per 
cent since 1900; over 30,000 deaths 
in the U. S. estimated from this dis- 
ease in 1930. The American death 
rate from diabetes was 9.7 per 100,- 
000 population in 1900; estimated to 
exceed 23 per 100,000 in 1938. The 
U. S. has more cases of diabetes 
and more deaths from this cause 
per 100,000 of population than any 
other nation because diabetes is es- 
sentially a “prosperity" disease, 
nourishing in countries where liv- 
ing standards arc highest. The 
death rate varies widely among the 
different states, but parallels per 
capita income with surprising ex- 
actness. Alabama with a per capita 
income of $189 in 1935, 56 per cent 
below the national average of $432, 
had a diabetes death rate of 9.1, 59 
per cent below the 1935 national av- 
erage of 22.2.

Real Medicine Men? 

Maybe there was something to 
this medicine man business of the 
redskins after all. f)r. Earl B. Fish- 
er of the University of Minnesota 
department of pharmacognosy will 
argue that the antics of the Indian 
medicine man of pioneer days was 
not always only terrifying faces and 
drum beating to drive away evil 
spirit . Such incantations were sup- 
plemented by some 200 medicinal 
plant and drugs. Many are widely 
used for remedies today; that is, 
oil perhaps save one. That is a 
flint disk. It was obtained from a 
band of Indians near Le Sueur, 
Minn., and was used by them to ef- 
fect cures for headaches by scrap- 
ing the skull. The now-vanishing 
Americun in his early days used 
such drugs und herbs as the ens- 
cara plant, bark of the wild cherry 
for expectorants and sedatives, sar- 
saparilla; slippery elm, used in poul- 
tices and os an emollient; spear- 
mint, juniper berry, wintergreen 
and jirnson weeds. 


Walls of Ancient Forts 

Stand Guard Over City 

Early in its reign ns the Queen 
City of the Caribbean, Cartagena 
was strongly fortified. Historians 
have estimated that the walls about 
the port cost half a billion dollars 
in time, labor and loss of life. When 
Ferdinand VI of Spain was present- 
ed with the accounts of the build- 
ing of the great fortifications he is 
reported to have climbed to the top 
of the tower of his castle and to 
have peered long and wistfully to- 
ward the west. When courtiers in- 
quired as to what he was seeking 
he replied: 

“I am trying to see the walls of 
Cartagena, because such a tremen- 
dous expenditure should have 
created such a conspicuous archi- 
tecture that it ought to be visible 
from here.” 

The old forts of San Jose and 
San Fernando guard the mouth of 
the river leading up to Cartagena, 
while those off Manzanillo and Cas- 
tillo Grande are attractive old sen- 
tinels closer to the city. All these 
ports were effectively used against 
pirates in the olden days. The chan- 
nel from the sea runs a zigzag 
course for several miles through low 
jungle-grown banks to a beautiful 
land-locked bay, where Cartagena 
looms beyond a lagoon, compact 
within its encircling ramparts and 
topped by mosque-like domes and 
Moorish towers, looking much as it 
did in the days of the buccaneers. 
Many of the buildings date back to 
1533.

Sea Lions Use Sense of 

Smell by Touching Noses 

Sea lions, like dogs, use their 
sense of smell by touching noses 
to identify one another at close 
range, but fail to react to distant 
odors. They are adept at spotting 
moving objects from considerable 
distance. Except when off on fish- 
ing excursions, they are gregarious 
by nature, collecting in large groups 
on favorite rocks or rookeries and 
generally making a big fuss and 
noise over nothing. About the only 
time they ever become hostile is 
when their pet place in the sunshine 
is challenged. 

The cows have only one pup m 
year. If anything happens to the 
mother the pup will die, because 
no other mother would adopt It. 
They are not like dogs or cats or 
other animals in this respect, says 
a writer in the Los Angeles Times. 
A peculiar habit of the cows ap- 
proaching pupping time is to form 
“rafts” by lying belly-side up in 
the water with their flipper pro- 
truding above the surface. From a 
distance a string of eight or ten 
cows floating end to end this way 
resembles the charred remains of a 
boat that has burned to the water’s 
edge, with only stubs of the ribs 
left showing. This is probably a 
means of absorbing beneficial rays 
from the sun.

Game Conservation Old 

Game conservation is an ancient 
practice in America, according to 
Dr. W. C. MacLeod of New York, 
writing in the Scientific Monthly. 
He says: The Choctaw of the South- 
eastern United States had laws gov- 
erning the amount of game which 
might be killed by each family. Ev- 
ery month each band chief had to 
report to the head chief just how 
much had been killed by each fam- 
ily under his control. The more 
northern Algonquins practically 
farmed the beavers. Censuses were 
taken every year, and only the 
young or very old animals were 
slain for use. Disregard for conser- 
vation principles is believed to 
have been the cause of the war in 
which the Iroquois exterminated the 
Eries. The latter trespassed on 
Iroquois territory and acted con- 
trary to the customs of all Indians, 
for they left none of the beavers 
alive to continue the stock. 


Early Printed Books 
Oswald’s “History of Printing” 
begins by stating that Fifteenth-cen- 
tury books printed from movable 
type are considered to be of suffi- 
cient importance to justify their 
designation by a special title, that 
of “incunabula,” “cradle books” or 
books produced in the infancy of 
the art. During the fifty years 
comprising the latter half of the 
Fifteenth century, probably 30,000 
editions under various titles were 
printed, of which about 25,000 edi- 
tions have been identified and de- 
scribed. These early editions appear 
to have numbered not more than a 
few hundred copies. 


Kangaroo a Broad Juniper 

A kangaroo is a broad jumper, 
rather than a high jumper. Some 
of the biggest ones are said to cover 
from 10 to 20 feet at a leap, while 
claims have been made of leaps of 
30 feet and more. He does not jump 
high from the ground. The largest 
kangaroos weigh nearly two hun- 
dred pounds. The long tail aids 
the animal in leaping and helps it 
keep its balance. 


The Symphony Orchestra 
The four choirs which comprise 
the symphony orohestra are the 
strings (violas, violins, violoncellos 
and contrabasses) ; the woodwinds 
(bassoons, clarinets, flutes, English 
horn and occasionally the French 
horn, oboes); the brasses (French 
horns, trombones, tuba, trumpets); 
the battery (instruments of percus- 
sion such as drums, triangles, bells 
and tympuni). 


CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 


"Man” is the subject of the Lesson- 
Sermon which will be read in Church- 
es of Christ, Scientist, throughout tho 
world, on Sunday, March 10. 

The Golden Text is: “O man great- 
ly beloved, fear not: peace be unto

There- 
fore if any man be in Christ, he is 
a new creature: old things are passed 
away; behold, all things are become 
new” (II Corinthians 5: 16, 17). 

Tho Lesson-Sermon also includes 
the following passage from the Chris- 
tian Science textbook, "Science and 
Health with Key to the Scriptures” 
by Mary Baker Eddy: "The calm, 
strong currents of true spirituality, 
the manifestations of which are 
health, purity, and self-immolation, 
must deepen human experience, until 
the beliefs of material existence are 
seen to be a bald Imposition, und 
sin, disease, and death give ever- 
lasting place to the scientific demon- 
stration of divine Spirit and to God’s 
spiritual, perfect man" (p. 99).

The soldiers’ pension system is a 
development of comparatively re- 
cent times, although the personal 
pension — an award made on a spe- 
cial basis — was known even in the 
time of the Roman empire and was 
chiefly in the form of grants for 
military service. The number of 
such pensions was so large that Sul- 
ly in the Sixteenth century included 
their reduction ns a part of his plan 
for economy. The Plymouth Pil- 
grims had a regulation in 1630 pro- 
viding for a pension for maimed 
soldiers.

Clubwomen throughout the coun- 
try are thrilled by the announcement 
that the imaginary "Good Neighbor 
Tour" of South America, which the 
General Federation of Women’s Clubs 
is conducting for its 2,000,000 mem- 
bers by means of a stimulating study 
program, is to become a reality! 
Many clubwomen have already 
planned to make this their summer 
vacation for themselves and their 
families. Massachusetts will be well 
represented among them. Sailing 
from New York May 31, immediately 
njlter the Council meeting of the Fed- 
eration in Milwaukee, the Federation 
will sponsor a 52-day all-expense tour 
or more than 13,000 miles, in which 
there will be visits to leading South 
American countries and capitals. All 
accommodations will be first-class. 
Tlie tour is open to clubwomen, their 
husbands, and their friends. The 
cost will be $1,100. For those wish- 
ing a shorter tour three 38-day trips 
are offered, ull sailing with the main 
party. One of these trips includes 
Peru with two weeks in and about 
Lima, from $600 and up; another is 
to the land of the ancient Inca civili- 
zations, and the third to Chile, each 
of the two latter from $685 and up. 

The president of the Federation, Mrs. 
Suidie Orr Dunbar, heads the list of 
those who will make the trip, the 
purpose of which is to make tangi- 
ble the Federation's interest in con- 
tinental friendship, to give clubwom- 
en an opportunity to become bet- 
ter acquainted at first hand with their 
neighbors in Latin America, and to 
consider together their common prob- 
lems pf citizenship, their hopes for 
their communities, their countries, 
and the world, and their mutual ef- 
forts to "adjust Democracy for Hu- 
man Welfare." 

The party will be under the lead- 
ership of Mrs. Frederic Beggs, chair- 
man of the department of Interna- 
tional Relations of the Federation, 
who, in collaboration with the Pun 
American Union, created the imag- 
inary “tour" entitled "An Adventure 
in International Understanding," one 
of the most popular programs ever of- 
fered by the General Federation, and 
now engaging the utteutiou of hun- 
dreds of clubs. Mrs. Beggs will con- 
duct a seminar on shipboard. Ou 
shore, the program in addition to 
sightseeing, will include social and 
Glitch'd contacts, particularly with the 
several American Women’s Clubs in 
South American capitals, which hold 
membership in the General Federa- 
tion. 

The party will sull on the S. S. 
Santa Clara, of the Grace Line, down 
the west coast of South America, 
with slops in Colombia, Panama, 
Ecuador, and Peru, giving a full week 
In Lima and several days In Santiago, 
Chile. Crossing the Andes by train 
or plune, the party will visit the he- 
roic statue of Christ of the Andes, 
where, from the highest point of the 
boundary between Chile and Argen- 
tine, it challenges the world with its 
message of peace and brotherly love. 
After a full week in Huouos Aires, 
during which the party will visit Mon- 
tevideo. Uruguay, the party will return 
up the east coast on the S.S. Uruguay 
of the American Republics Line. After 
visiting Santos unit Suo Paulo In 
Bruzll, the climax or the trip will bo 
reached in Rio do Janeiro. A short 
stop at Trinidad will break the home- 
ward Journey which ends at New 
York.

With *th« cnlenclni annotmt jng 1 hat 
now nro tin* days of March winds 
and of Jonquils in the air hero in 
Now England. Christmas and its ac- 
tivities soom far in the past.

service by the Red Cross means to 
others Kadi year the Production com* 
m it tee of the Newton Chapter pre- 
pares and sends 10S Christmas bags 
to men in the United States Service. 
These calico bags contain useful and 
desirable articles, wrapped attractive- 
|\ in Christmas papers, and festive 
with seals, such as a box of sta- 
tionery and pencil, two handkerchiefs, 
tooth brush and tooth paste, playing 
cards, sewing kit equipped with but- 
tons. heavy thread, ami safety pins, 
diary note book, pocket knife, a post- 
card addressed back to the Newton 
Chapter, and a Red Cross greeting 
card. 

The gratitude expressed in these 
letters and cards for being remem- 
bered at Christmas time, when so 
far away from home and the families 
who would make their Christmas hap- 
pv, wells from a full heart one is 
convinced. One man sent a Christ- 
mas card of greetings from all the 
men and officers on board their ship.

The message on the other card, 
though brief, gave a bit of the at- 
mosphere and background whence it 
ratne. which whisked one to that land 
of mystery, as China always will 
seem. It gave a touching glimpse, 
too, of the longing be bat k home 

' December 25. on board the »U. S. 
S Marblehead, Shanghai. China. Dear 
Folks: Received tin- lovely Christ- 
mas Hag today. It is rather cool 
in Shanghai, and not so very much 
like Christmas, but all the spirit 
seems to he here as much as if we 
were home where we would love to 
he.” 

It is the reception of such mail 
us this which gives renewed impetus 
to the women of Newton in their ef- 
forts to brighten the lives of others.

; England Flower Show of the Massa- 
chusetts Horticultural Society in Bos- 
i ton, March llth-IGth, only a few days 
away, the work of building an Eden 
of 172 gardens amid the dusty and 
I empty acres of Mechanics Building, 
I L'oes Into high gear today. From now 
until the opening bell rings Monday at 
I one o’clock, gangs of gardeners, car- 
i pouters, plumbers, masons and elec- 
tricians win work day and night. 
Meanwhile, by airplane from the Pa- 
j ciflc coast, by train from the Middle 
I West and Canada, and by auto-truck 
from all points in New England, mil- 
lions of plants, trees, bulbs and shrubs 
j are headed for the show, 
j Manager Arno H. Nelirling and his 
| staff, who have been working for a 
year to * prepare the show, have 
I planned n most unusual and colorful 
| show. For the hundred thousand odd 
| patrons, who are sick and tired of 
winter snow and sleet, they have cre- 
ated a marvelous spectacle of beauty 
-veritably nn enchanted dream which 
means that Spring has come to New 
England at last. For amateur gard- 
eners. and their number is legion, now 
that New England has become the 
leading garden center of America, a 
host of instructive displays has been 
created and everything that Is new 
and all that is best for gardening in 
New England is on parade. 

Entering the show, visitors will find 
fiist of all a series of lovely spring 
gardens brightened by splashing foun- 
tains, as well as a mammoth rose 
garden filled with the best outdoor 
roses suitable for New England. Be- 
yond. with a fortune in orchids massed 
together, are two marvelous islands. 
One is a golden forest, the famous 
Stone acacias, among which a wind- 
ing path will invite everyone to wan- 
der away amid the gorgeous yellow- 
flowering trees. The other is a nature 
trail built by the New England Wild 
Flower Preservation Society in coop- 
eration with Will C. Curtis. Here, 
amid forest trees, about whose bases 
a brook wanders, are grouped all the 
native wild flowers of this section 
made accessible by a path which 
twists and turns as in a wild wood. 

Beyond, across many another gar- 
den, the best that America’s leading 
architects can design and the best 
gardeners grow, is Grand Hall where 
a breath-taking spectacle has been 
provided by the society in cooperation 
with a dozen leading nurseries. High 
on a hill, an old New England village 
stands, all but hidden by flowering 
green hills and mirrored in a placid 
mill pond. Below beside a ferned old 
mill dam is a century old water mill 
I whose great wheel turns as merrily 
in a rushing fall as it did a century 
ago. Linked by another brook, the 
display continues with a series of love- 
ly gardens designed to meet all re- 
1 quirements of taste, location and 
1 purse. 

Upstairs are other displays in a 
great variety, including a demonstra- 
tion of the soilless growth of plants, 
masses of house plants, begonias, lil- 
ies, spring bulbs, gardenias, gladioli, 
and ever so many more, not forgetting 
carnations and roses. Indeed, the rose 
' display is the best in America, for all 
! i he leading growers have contributed 
to it. including some who exhibit at 
no other show. 

Information for gardeners is freely 
provided by the Garden Clubs who 
have a rose information booth and the 
society, who has a booth staffed with 
experts who will answer all garden 
questions. 

The society wants to know some- 
thing, too. Ballots will he provided 
upon which visitors will be asked to 
vote for the display they like best. 
A special prize has been provided for 
the display given the largest vote.

“Little Church Around 

Corner,” Used by Actors 

“The Little Church Around the 
Corner,” which is not so well known 
by its proper name, the Church of 
the Transfiguration, is located at 5 
East Twenty-ninth street, New York 
city. It is nn Episcopalian church 
“just around the corner from Fifth 
avenue,” but the corner to which its 
name has reference is that of Madi- 
son avenue, at the other end of the 
block. 

The tradition is that Joseph Jef- 
ferson and other actors appealed 
to the pastor of a Madison avenue 
church to conduct the funeral serv- 
ices of an aged member of their 
profession. The Madison avenue 
minister refused, but advised the 
actors that there was “a little 
church around the corner” where 
they might be accommodated. They 
were, and the Church of the Trans- 
figuration became thereafter a fa- 
vorite of the players. 

The "little church” is a low, cruci- 
form building in Gothic style, 
opened in 1856. It is shaded by 
trees and half-covered with vines. 
Its memorial windows are notable 
and interesting. There is one to Ed- 
win Booth, one to Richard Mans- 
field, one to Harry Montague — and 
one to "Walter William Griffith, for 
35 years postman for Twenty-ninth 
street.” 

Rev. Dr. Edward C. Houghton 
was the minister who performed the 
services for Jefferson’s friend, and 
he and his son and successor, Dr. 
George H. Houghton, took a deep 
and lasting interest in the stage folk 
of their congregation.

Magellan’s Venture Was 

Completed by Del Cano 

On August 10, 1519, Ferdinand Ma- 
gellan, a Portuguese navigator in 
the service of Spain, set sail from 
Seville with five ships, carrying 237 
men, for the purpose of reaching 
the Moluccas or Spice islands by 
sailing to the west. 

On November 28, 1520, after a 
year and a quarter of anxious 
search, notes a writer in the Cleve- 
land Plain Dealer, he passed 
through the strait that now bears 
his name, and entered the Pacific 
ocean, across which he sailed for 
12,000 miles without seeing inhabit- 
ed land. 

Magellan was killed in a conflict 
in the Philippine islands on April 
17, 1521, but his lieutenant, Sebas- 
tian del Cano, reached San Lucar, 
near Seville, in the Vittoria, the only 
remaining ship of the five on Sep- 
tember 7, 1522. 

The Vittoria was the first ship to 
circumnavigate the globe, and ac- 
complished the journey in a trifle 
over three years. It brought back 
31 men. 


Football Old Game 

In some form football seems to 
have been played in all ages and 
throughout the world. The ancient 
Greeks played harpaston, Latinized 
when introduced into ancient Rome 
as harpastum. Early travelers to 
the Polynesian islands found the na- 
tives playing with a football made 
of bamboo fibers, and the Eskimos 
play with a football of leather filled 
with moss. In England the game 
existed as early as 1175, and was 
so popular that, interfering with 
the warlike pastime of archery, in 
1314 Edward II forbade any game of 
football on pain of imprisonment. 
Despite that edict, says Literary Di- 
gest, the game is mentioned by 
many writers from Chaucer to 
Shakespeare. Football came to 
America along with the Virginia col- 
onists, and random play with an in- 
flated bladder was a common sport 
by the boys of early America. The 
first record of running with the ball, 
rather than kicking it, is credited 
to a schoolboy, William Webb El- 
lis, in 1823, to whom a memorial 
tablet was erected at Rugby as the 
progenitor of the Rugby game of 
football. The American game is an 
outgrowth based upon Rugby. 


Sting of Queen Honeybee 

The sting of the queen honeybee 
differs from that of the worker in 
being longer, curved and having 
fewer and shorter barbs on the 
lancet. It is also more firmly at- 
tached in the sting chamber than is 
the sting of the worker, which is 
easily torn from the worker’s body 
when the sting penetrates an object 
beyond the barbs which extend 
backward as does the barb on a 
fishhook. The queen honeybee sel- 
dom uses her sting except to kill 
rival queens, although there are a 
few cases on record where queens 
have stung the bee-keeper when 
they were handled. This instinct 
to sting other queens is so strong 
that they will often sting queens 
that have been dead for a consid- 
erable length of time when brought 
into contact with them. 


Peking Man Not So Dumb 

The Peking man was clever 
enough to make crude tools and 
weapons, and to use fire to warm 
himself and to cook his food. The 
fact that he chose to live in a cave 
that was dark, smoky, and doubt- 
lessly bad smelling, can be ex- 
plained on the grounds that he had 
to seek refuge from cold weather. 
Moreover, the wood that he burned 
and the berries that he ate came 
from plants that predominate in a 
climate like that of North China at 
the present time, semi-arid, with 
moderute summers and cold win- 
ters.

Nerve Messages Tapped 

By Electrode Procew 

Messages from nerves can now be 
tapped, much as brain waves are 
tapped to tell significant facts about 
mental activity. The feat of tap- 
ping the nerve waves has been ac- 
complished by Dr. A. L. Hodgkin 
and Dr. A. F. Huxley of the labora- 
tory of the Marine Biological asso- 
ciation at Plymouth, England. 

An electrode, for measuring 
changes in electric potential, was 
inserted into a living nerve, th« 
giant axon of the squid. Although 
this recently discovered axon is 
termed “giant,” it is pretty small 
by ordinary measurements. The 
electrode used to tap its messages 
was so tiny that the tips of 254,000 
sych electrodes, laid side by side, 
would only fill one inch of space. 
Using a microscope, the scientists 
were able to insert this tiny instru- 
ment into the nerve and to take a 
picture of it within the nerve. 

The results of the experiment, re- 
ported to the scientific journal. Na- 
ture, are important for two reasons: 
1. They prove that the electrical 
potential accompanying nervous 
messages arise at the surface of tha 
axon. 2. They give the absolute 
magnitude of the action potential as 
about 90 millivolts at 20 degrees 
centigrade.

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Hoffman Demands 
That School Committee 
Reduce School Costs 


Ward 6 Alderman Says School Dept. Budget 
Should Be Returned For Pruning 


Aldonnnn Carroll Hoffman criticised 
at considerable length at the meet- 
ing of the Hoard of Aldermen on Mon- 
day night the cost to Newton tax- 
payers of the public schools of this 
city. He said that tin* Aldermen 
should send the school department 
budget hack to tin* School Commit- 
tee to have that body make planned 
reductions for the balance of this 
year, and that from $30,000 to $40.- 

000 should he lopped from the cost 
of Newton’s public schools. He said 
he is interested in having Newton 
children given the best in educa- 
tion. hut ho does not believe, as the 
Superintendent of Schools infers in 
his talks on Newton schools that the 
quality of education given by these 
schools is in proportion to the amount 
of money spent. He said t he cost 
of Newton’s schools must In* reduced 
if we are going to gel anywhere 
in having this largest item of the 
city’s expenses put in line with what 
the present generation of taxpayers 
< an afford to pay. 

Hoffman said he had on Monday 
received a copy of the annual report 
of the State Department of Education 
and it shows that Newton still main- 
tains its premier position in per 
pupil cost for education in its schools; 
the cost in this city for 1939 was 
$122.50, as compared with $118.10 for 
Boston. $105.47 in Springfield, $8(3.62 
in Medford. $85.40 in Waltham, $81.7(1 
in Quincy. He commented that ac- 
cording to a recent court ruling leg- 
islative bodies of cities have the right 
to refuse to appropriate money for 
other than the teaching of regular 
subjects in public schools. He said 
that he had been misquoted in the 
press relative to his alleged state- 
ment last year that the salaries of 
Newton teachers should he reduced, 
and that lie was not concerned with 
salary reductions for any teachers 
receiving under $2500. He said that 
first efforts should he made to re- 
duce school expenses other than teach- 
ers’ salaries, and secondly to appraise 

1 he number of teachers In the junior 
high and high schools and the sal- 
aries paid in these schools. He com- 
mented that tlie salaries of teach- 
ers in the high schools In Newton 
total $300,000. or one-third of Hie 
salary total. Hoffman also called at- 
tention that a State publication on 
municipal statistics indicates Un it the

cost of janitors' supplies and the 
maintenance of school buildings are 
high in Newton. 

Referring to a statement of school 
department expenses compiled for the 
Aldermen by the School Department, 
Hoffmun said: "You will end in con- 
fusion if you try to delve into it from 
a statistical angle. You will have to 
work backwards to get the total ad- 
ministrative cost, and ho could not 
understand the conflicting maze of 
figures. They spend $-10,000 for secre- 
taries. so they ought to get out a bet- 
ter statement." He said the adminis- 
trative costs should be reduced, and 
also the secretarial cost. HofTinnn as- 
serted that in one year recently the 
cost of Newton schools had increased 
$92,000 and tlie administrative cost 
had increased 30 per cent. He also 
commented that there is a fast grow- 
ing guidance department in our 
schools. 

Alderman Temperley said that the 
cost of Newton's schools has increased 
20 per cent in 10 years while the 
population of the city only increased 
10 per cent. He said that he had been 
Informed by a Newton citizen who 
is conversant with educational matters 
that Newton is paying in excess of 
$2000 to three teachers over what is 
the standard for such teaching posi- 
tions in colleges or schools similar to 
•those of Newtoy. Temperley said that 
it was not his purpose to state that 
the salaries of Newton teachers are 
too high, but he agreed with Hoffman 
that the school budget lias grown too 
much and should be reduced. Alder- 
man Lee said that tlie comparison of 
school costs in Newton with those in 
Quincy interested him, but lie feared 
that if tlie School Department started 
making cuts, these cuts would be 
passed down to the lowest paid in the 
department.

A substantial increase in the num- 
ber of contributors to the Newton 
Community Chest Inst year was re- 
veaied in the final reports presented 
last night at the Chest's Annual 
Meeting held at the Newton High- 
lands Women's Club. Tlie report of 
L. A. Bruce, Jr., executive director 
Of the Chest, showed that 17,632 
pledges totaling $192,431.43 were re 
ceived compared with 15.866 pledges 
totaling $191,665.78 in tin* previous 
year. Mr. Bruce pointed out that 
26.51% of the people of Newton gave 
to the Newton Chest compared to the 
national average of 16.4% of the popu- 
lation of Chest cities. 

Benjamin J. Bowes, chairman of the 
Chest Budget Committee, praised the 
businesslike management of the Chest 
agencies and pointed out that all agen- 
cies had lived within their Chest 
grants during the year, "it lias been 
necessary." he said, "to ask the agen- 
cies to practice extreme economy and 
their cooperation in Mils matter has 
been very fine.”

The recommendations of the Fi- 
nance Committee of the Newton Board 
of Aldermen on the 1940 Hii«i 
submitted to the Board on Monday 
night. Alderman McKay, chairman 
of the committee, commented thar 
Mayor Goddard had used an axe on 
the budget recommendations of de- 
partment heads by cutting floT.uoO 
from them, so there was iittl* left 
for the Finance Committee m do 
The committee's reductions from the 
Mayor’s recommendations totaled $31.. 
564.82 in rh** geneial budget, and 
$4", so in the Water Department budget 
A table printed In this issue gives 
a comparison of the Mayor's recom- 
mendations and the reductions made 
bv the committee. 

Alderman McKay made u lengthy 
and detailed report explaining near- 
ly every Item, and It was about 2 a. 
m. Tuesday befor- the meeting ad- 
journed Mr. McKay called the atten- 
tion of the members to some "new 
wrinkles" which the Finance Commit- 
tee had introduced into the budget 
report. These included items show- 
ing the Mayor’s original budget and 
subsequent reductions he had made, 
and a table giving detailed informa- 
tion as to rhe reductions made In the 
Finance Committee’s recommenda- 
tions. 

President Floyd informed the Board 
t hat Mayor Goddard was in his of- 
fice and desired to meet the Alder- 
men ns a committee of the whole at 
9:15. so the Board took a recess at 
9:12 and was in conference with the 
Mayor and City Solicitor until l";i5. 
When the Board resumed its open 
meeting. Alderman McKay announced 
that tlie Mayor had recommended that 
the Aldermen appropriate $50,000 for 
WPA expenses and $4S,000 for a re- 
serve fund. He said this action was 
for the purpose of creating a bal- 
anced budget, that the $4S.ooo for the 
reserve fund in addition to $12. "tip in- 
cluded in the budget, and the $50.* 
"iin for WPA expenses should he suf- 
ficient for tlie balance of this year, 
and there should be no need of fur- 
ther appropriations except in cases 
of emergency. The Board prepared 
to suspend the rules so that these 
appropriations might he voted on at 
once, but Alderman Hoffman objected, 
stating lie desired more time to con- 
sider tin* matter. Alderman Schip- 
per also objected, saying be did not 
see the necessity of voting on these 
two appropriations, when a vote on I 
the budget itself was not to b* taken ! 
until the following week. Shipper's 
suggestion was followed and a vote 
on the appropriation was i stp n< . 

Alderman Hoffman again raised the 
point that each Alderman, according 
to the city charter. Is entitled to re- 
c**ive a copy of a statement showing 
the list of salaries paid to city em- 
plovees. He had been informed by 
Chairman McKay of the Finance 
Committee at the preceding meeting, 
when lie raised this issue, that it has 
been the custom in the past to have 
only one list of such salaries, and j 
this is in the possession of the City j 
Clerk, and available for examina- ! 
tion by any Alderman who desires to ' 
peruse it Monday night Hoffman re- 
iterated his contention that each mem- j 
her of the Board should have a copy 
of the li>t so that he may have ample I 


opportunity to study it. He won his 
point to the extent that Chairman Mc- 
Kay told him the City Clerk would 
have a copy prepared for him 

The recommendation of the Finance 
Committee that $8600 be appropriated 
to buy eight new trucks for use on 
WPA projects in Newton, and $186" 
for their maintenance m*- opposition 
from the Public Works Committee. 
Chairman Jamieson of that commit- 
tee stated that instead of the city 
buying four 2 l 2 -ton trucks and four 
• 

administration, only four 2 l 2 -ton 
trucks should be purchased : one 
equipped with a crane, and the ap- 
propriation reduced from $8600 to 
$4605. Jamieson said that the Public 
Works Committee belie-. * d that due to 
the uncertainty of Federal policies and 
the nature of future WPA projects in 
Newton, and as the buying of trucks 
for WPA use is experimental, the city 
should not start out by purchasing 8 
trucks for this purpose He said that 
if a power shovel is used on some 
project, more trucks would have to 
be hired to serve the shovel, and that 
no person could say definitely that 
Newton will not have to rent any 
trucks for WPA projects here, should 
eight be purchased. 

President Floyd suggested that If 
tli*- 8 trucks are bought for WPA use 
and then not needed, some of them 
might be turned over to tlie Street 
Department. Jamieson replied that 
the Street Department, lx as no set pro- 
gram for the replacement of trucks 
and that some of the trucks owned 
by that department are 8 years old. 
Alderman Walker agreed with Jamie- 
son In favoring the purchase of 4 
trucks instead of 8. Alderman Colby 
said that the city spent $1S.6"" in 1939 
to hire trucks for WPA work in New- 
ton. that over $4000 would be saved 
in 194" if the city buys eight trucks 
for WPA use. and $12. "00 saved in 
1941. Alderman Temperley said "We 
anticipate a certain event this fall and 
we may not need so many trucks for 
the WPA in 1941. " President Floyd of 
the Board commented that in connec- 
tion with the hiring of trucks for WPA

When a motorist drives a cur 
at an unreasonable speed into the 
Intersection of two streets, if that 
is not driving to endanger, what Is 
it? The State truffle laws specify 
that when one is operating an automo- 
bile by a street Intersection, one must 
not drive faster than 15 miles an j 
hour speed. 

There Is much comment through- 
out the city on the revelation of the 
fact that on December 28. 1939, three 
days before bis term of offleo ex- 
pired. Ex-Mayor Edwin O. Childs ac- 
cepted. on behalf of the city, the 
law which permits any employee of 
the city with tin* status of a "dis- 
abled veteran of the Spanish or 
World War" to be retired on a 
pension of half i>ay after 10 years' 
service, or any veteran may be re- 
tired after 3u years' service. The law 
was passed in 1931 and so fur 30 cities 
and towns in Massachusetts have 
accepted it For four years members 
of Newton I'ost. American Legion 
have been asking Ex-Mayor Childs to 
accept this law. 

Mayor Childs is being criticised 
because he did’ not accept the law 
until three days before he was to re- 
tire from oilier, and after he hud 
been defeated for re-election. Some 
of liis critics wonder if he would ; 
have accepted this law had be been 
reelected? Mayor Goddard and City 
Solicitor Bartlett did not know that 
the former Mayor had accepted the 
law and obligated the city until it , 
few days ago. 

The law is quite unusual in that it 
accorded to one man. si Mayor of 
a city, tin power to accept it. with- 
out any conlinnation by the Aider- 
men <>f at city, or tt referendum by 
tin* voters.

19 
of these children serve on the Student 
Council, 19 on the Library Council, 32 
on the Cafeteria Staffs, 10 on the 
Public Relations Staff, and 14 on the 
Playground Staffs. There are 26 clubs 
progressing quite actively on Thurs- 
day. As Fiske Brown interviewed Mr. 
Flynn, chief custodian, n deeper reali- 
zation or tlie planning and work that 
goes into the making of a safe, sound 
school was awakened. Helen Duff 
ami Alice Fredey provided the thread 
ol amusement through their ideas of 
the School of the future — elevators, 
adding machines, upholstered chairs, 
typewriters, and double chocolate sun- 
daes to appear instantaneously to 
smooth out problems.

In his opinion Japan lias suffered 
two major reverses recently: lias 
"bogged dov^n" economically and lias 
received two serious diplomatic de- 
feats. As for the economics, her gold 
supply is almost exhausted, her for- 
eign trade is negligible, and her re- 
sources of gas, coal, power, food and 
clothing are all limited. Her own 
explanation attributes this to the 
transformation from light to heavy 
industries and to her expansion into 
China. In denying tin* seriousness of 
her condition site further, points out 
that site is expending but about 30 
per cent of her national income 
whereas England and Germany were 
using up three times as much of their 
incomes in tlie last war. Mr. Wu 
does not consider a revolution likely 
in Japan. 

In China, while Japan is returning 
toward the coast and building de- 
fenses against tlie interior.

Alderman Asserts 
Health Dept. 
Costs Too High 

During the discussion of the 1940 
budget by the Board of Aldermen on 
Monday night. Alderman Temperley 
criticised the big increase during the 
past few years in the crust of the 
Newton Health Department. He said 
that in 10 years jlie cost of this de- 
partment lias doubled, while the city 
lias only Increased 10 per cent in 
population. He said that this de- 
partment should be slowed down. 
Temperley, senior member of the Al- 
dermen. and a life-long resident of 
tills city, said that Newton was a 
very healthy community in past years, 
and certainly is not twice as healthy 
today us it was 10 years ago. He 
commented that the Newton children 
of the past generation seemed about 
us healthy as those of the present, 
and he wondered* how they got by 
without all the public health activi- 
ties that add to the city's expenses 
today. 

Alderman Hoffman stated that new 
activities in Hie Newton Health De- 
partment wore started several years 
ago ill co-operation with the Har- 
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vard School of Public Health and the 
Rockefeller Foundation, and these 
two institutions financed these ac- 
tivities for live years, but it is now 
up to the city to finance them if 
they are to lie continued. President 
Floyd commented that Women’s 
Clubs and parents in Newton would 
object if the new activities of the 
health department affecting school 
children, and children of pre-school 
age were curtailed. 

Alderman Temperley submitted a 
table of figures to show large in- 
creases in the cost of our School and 
Health Departments. He said that 
other departments cost less now, pro 
portionatoly than they ilid some years 
ago. The figures given by Temperley 
are contained In th o following table.

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Aldermen Pass 1940 
Budget of $5,222,222; 
A Decrease of $95,963 

Hoffman Votes Against Budget As A Whole — 
Several Aldermen Against Some Items 


The Newton Board of Aldermen on 
Monday night passed the 1910 bud- 
get which totalled $5,222,222. This, 
in addition to $199,234.58 already ap- 
propriated makes a grand total of 
$5,421,456 estimated as sufficient for 
city expenses this year.* The cost 
of running the city in 1939 wus $5,- 
517,420.37. So, if the Mayor and Al- 
dermen are correct in their belief that 
further appropriations will not be nec- 
essary, city expenses this year will 
be $95,963 less than last year. 

Tlie only negative vote against the 
budget in its entirety was that of Al- 
derman Carroll Hoffman. His objec- 
tion, as at the preceding meeting, 
was based mostly on the budget of 
the School Department. He moved 
unsuccessfully, that this budget be 
returned to the School Committee and 
$25,000 pared from it. Voting with 
Hoffman in his effort to have the 
school department budget reduced 
were Aldermen Eaton, Fahey, Hughes 
and Lee. Hoffman stated that he also 
would not vote for the budget be- 
cause the Aldermen had not been 
given a list of the salaries paid to 
teachers and other employees of the 
School Department. At the meeting 
on March 11 Hoffman asserted that 
the city ordinances require such a list 
to be provided, and he was informed 
then that a list would be prepared 
for him. Last Monday night type- 
written lists of salaries paid all city 
officials and employees were ready 
for each Alderman, but the only de- 
partment not included on these lists 
was the School Department. Hoffman 
insisted that the salaries paid in 
this department should also have 
been included. City Solicitor Bart- 
lett ruled that the one list of the 
School Department salaries which is 
in possession of the City Clerk, cov- 
ered the law. 

Prior to voting on the budget, the 
Aldermen voted to appropriate $45,- 
289.41 as Newton’s share for the main- 
tenance of the Middlesex County tu- 
berculosis hospital at Waltham, as 
recommended by Mayor Goddard. Al- 
derman Colby, who with Alderman 
Schipper had made an exhaustive 
study of Newton’s share in this coun- 
ty expense, and had reported that 
tills city is being over-assessed, sta- 
ted he could not vote to pay New- 
ton taxpayers' money for this ille- 
gal assessment. Alderman Eaton said 
he would vote against it because New- 
ton's assessment for maintaining this 
hospital has been increased 240 per 
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cent the past 6 years. Alderman 
Hughes said the issue was to expe- 
dite the payment of this amount but 
he would vote ugainst it because New- 
ton was being overassessed $15,000. 
Others who voted against the appro- 
priation were Aldermen Cronin, 
Fahey, Lee, Hoffman and Itawson. Al- 
derman Schipper moved that a com- 
mittee of 2 be appointed to confer 
with the Governor, State and county 
officials to bring about an equitable 
levy on towns and cities in Middle- 
sex County which are assessed for the 
maintenance of this hospital. 

The controversy over the budget 
item for the purchuse of 8 trucks for 
WPA work was settled by a comprom- 
ise; $8600 was appropriated to enable 
the purchase of 8 trucks, but only 4 
will be bought at present, and the 
others will not be purchased unless 
needed. Alderman Hoffman moved 
that one investigator be dropped in 
the WPA administration force, which 
is paid for by this city. He said Di- 
rector Harold Young had stated he 
can dispense with this investigator’s 
services. Alderman Fahey seconded 
this motion and said the investigator 
referred to is in business for himself 
and has been drawing a yearly salary 
of $1248. Alderman Cronin said he 
had received adverse comments from 
citizens relative to the purchase by 
the city of the 8 trucks for WPA 
projects. Alderman Temperley asked 
if liability insurance will be carried 
on the trucks to be purchased for 
WPA work and was told “No,” despite 
the fact that the trucks will be op- 
erated by men on WPA relief who 
have no means to pay damages if they 
become involved in accidents. 

The Health Department budget 
brought objections. Alderman Hughes 
objected to the salary of $4500 for the 
head of this department and the in- 
crease in the item for nurses’ ex- 
penses. Alderman Fahey also object- 
ed to the increase in the item for 
nurses’ expenses. Alderman Temper- 
ley said the Health Department bud- 
get has been increasing too much. Al- 
derman Hoffman objected to the Li- 
brary Department budget. He said that 
cities larger than Newton spend much 
less on their libraries. He specified 
the item for new books as being too 
large. Alderman Rawson called at- 
tention to the fact that Newton has 
more branch libraries than have most 
cities. Alderman McKay said that 
the cost per book circulation in New- 
ton is the lowest in this State, and 
that Newton people take out more 
books than in other cities. 

Alderman Hoffman said he has been 
criticized for objecting to the high 
cost of the Newton School Depart- 
ment, hut that would not deter him. 
He said this department is out of 
line in the trend toward economy, not 
only with other departments in this 
city, but with school departments in 
other cities in this State. He con 
tended that the cost of schools in 
Newton has not been adjusted to the 
ability of citizens to pay. Alderman 
Lee objected to the School Depart- 
ment budget items on salaries and 
other expenses. He said we want good 
schools but not frills and unnecessary 
incidentals. Alderman Colby said he 
would vote for the school budget with 
reservations. It is the only depart- 
ment budget he can't understand, and 
he defied any Alderman to check it 
with the budget of previous years. He 
said there has been a gentlemen') 
agreement between the Aldermen and 
the School Committee that a survey

Newton Aldermen 
Give Warning to 
County Officials 

At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night, Chairman 
McKay of the Finance Committee 
read the following report relative to 
the Middlesex County T. II. Hospital 
at Waltham. 

On January 15th a subcommittee 
of the Finance Committee gave you a 
report on the Middlesex County Tu- 
berculosis Sanatorium. Since then 
somewhat similar studies have been 
made of the Sanatoria of five other 
counties. 

The problem is complex in that 
there is an initial daily charge for 
patients, billed monthly to each com- 
munity; then at year end a deficit 
assessment for the balance of cost, 
and finally a subsidy payment by the 
State. We became thoroughly con- 
vinced that the accounting systems 
were not in accordance with the law 
as to the division of expenses be- 
tween care of patients and mainten- 
ance. 

The results of our studies dis- 
closed that in the six counties 129 
communities would have lower net 
costs if the per diem rate were in- 
creased. Even so they would still be 
paying more than the average oper- 
ating cost. 

Eighty-seven cities and towns 
would have their net costs increased 
by a higher per diem rate but would

School Supt. Warren 
Talks On Education 
Costs in Newton Schools 


Gives Informative Address to Newton Rotarians 
In Answer to Criticism Schools Too Costly

The cost of education in Newton 
public schools being a subject of cur- 
rent discussion by many persons in- 
terested in local affairs, an address 
by Superintendent of Schools Julius 
Warren before the Rotary Club proved 
both timely and interesting to many 
members and invited guests at the 
Brae Burn Country Club on Monday. 
Mr. Warren gave facts and interpreted 
his facts showing that Newton has 
been able to provide for itself a su- 
perior school system and not a “sub- 
sistence-level” system because of the 
character of the city. “Newton has 
demanded and has the right to re- 
ceive the kind of educational program 
it wants.” he said. "This does not 
mean that because Newton can afford 
an expensive program it should do 
so.” Continuing the School Superin- 
tendent showed how the trend of 
school budget figures has been down- 
ward in more recent years. 

“The costs of operating Newton 
schools can be cut any amount at any 
time," he concluded. "There are 
three ways in which this can be 
done; (1) Decreasing salaries with a 
resultant loss of morale and efficiency 
of teaching; (2) increasing the size 
of classes, a difficult thing; (3) de- 
creasing the services rendered, and 
destroying the effectiveness of the pro- 
gram. The question is more than 
that of just keeping the schools go- 
ing. Fundamentally it is whether 
Newton is to be satisfield with an edu- 
cational program on a bare subsistence 
level, or whether it is to provide the 
kind of schools it needs and can af- 
ford." 

Superintendent Warren’s address 
follows: 

My objective is to present facts 
and a minimum of opinion, concern- 
ing cost of education in Newton a9 
straightforwardly and simply as pos- 
sible. It is not a defense of the pres- 
nt or proposed budget — I would not 
have time to do that in a half hour. 

“Bv way of caution, in attempting 
to measure or evaluate a program we 
must be concerned basically with the 
question how good as well as the 
question how much. Our product is 
a qualitative product. We cannot ap- 
proach it entirely on the quantitative 
basis. The problem we are discussing 
today is after all somewhat concerned 
with the future of the race, the future 
of democracy in this community and 
nation and the welfare and happiness 
of a portion of humanity that is pretty 
close to those of us who have chil- 
dren. While I have ventured to lapse 
into oratorical language in the last 
sentence, what I am trying to say is 
that statistics always need interpre- 
tation. For example, if one is study- 
ing exhaustively the state report of 


the Department of Education, one finds 
that the per capita cost of education 
in Mt. Washington in Berkshire Coun- 
ty Is $211.34 as against Newton’s per 
capita cost for the same year. 1938, of 
$122.56. Is this a cause for a survey 
by the town fathers of Mt. Washington 
into the extravagance of the school 
system? Rather the basic reason 
would seem to be geography. Mt. 
Washington has but one school, one 
teacher, and five pupils. 

"Tn all this discussion and concern, 
and there should be public and in- 
formed discussion and concern, about 
the costs of education, it is generally 
j known among our citizens that New- 
ton stands first among cities of Mas- 
sachusetts. but not among communi- 
ties (at least 16 higher) in per capita 
costs in education, but it does not 
seem to be known that this is not new; 
the fact is that Newton among cities 
has stood first, second, or third in per 
capita cost of education since 1924 at 
least except for one year when It 
stood fourth (1929). It is not a new 
phenomena. If this ranking of first is 
a fault or disease, it is a chronic state 
of affairs. 

"We have not heard much, however, 
about the fact that since 1932 among 
cities of Massachusetts, Newton has 
also stood first in per capita wealth 
and never below third since 1924. This 
means in dollars and cents of valuation 
that bdek of each chfld in Newton 
there is $14,333 of wealth as against 
The second city in per capita wealth of 
Boston with a backing for each child 
of $12,800. 

“It is also interesting to note that 
among 39 cities. Newton for the fiscal 
year 1938 stands 38th in its expendi- 
tures for school support from local 
taxation per $1000 valuation. This 
means that out of the tax rate for this 
year $30.20. $8.55 of that amount 
went to the support of schools, and 
of all cities In the state. Newton 
stood next to the lowest in the amount 
spent for schools in relation to its 
ability to pay. Inasmuch as the bud- 
get for school expenditure has been 
decreased rather than increased since 
1938, it would seem possible that New- 
ton will achieve lowest place in rela- 
tion to ability to pay by the time 
1939 and 1940 figures are released. 
(Since 1924 Newton has not realized 
a ranking higher than 31st.) 

"This does not mean necessarily 
that because Newton can afford ex- 
pensive education, it should purchase 
that kind. It does mean, however, that 
Newton seems to be in the fortunate 
and somewhat unusual position finan- 
cially to purchase the type of educa- 
tion that it wants for its children. 

"There are many reasons why there 
should be variations in school costs 
among communities which on the sur- 
face seem to be comparable in terms

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THE COST OF EDUCATION IN NEWTON 

We have studiously refrained from comment upon the cost 
of education in Newton during recent weeks until a clearer 
picture was available. Some criticism has been leveled at the 
school committee for not making a larger reduction in the 
budget of the schools; some on the basis that the school budget 
is not' difficult to analyze, and some that the per pupil cost is 
the greatest of any city in the state. Superintendent Julius E. 
Warren without attempting to justify the present school 
budget, presented a partial viewpoint of the administrative 
angle of the situation. His address is printed in the columns of 
this issue. 

Whether or not we are spending too much upon education in 
our schools is and always will be the subject of controversy and 
debate. During times of financial stress it will be more open 
and widespread. In times of prosperity our citizens will de- 
mand and expect to receive additional services than we are 
giving the youth of our city at present. The functions of our 
school committee include the determination of the services to 
be given. Under our state laws the school committee de- 
termines the funds required and the mayor and aldermen 
must provide the amount sought, or under refusal to do so, 
court action results. The time to consider school budgetary 
requirements, as suggested by Chairman McKay of the Alder- 
manic Finance Committee, is during the period before the 
school year opens. This can be done under co-operative effort 
between the aldermen and school committee. Newton is for- 
tunate. much more fortunate than many other cities and towns, 
in havinfe a mayor, school committee and board of aldermen 
who can arrive at the proper decision with combined and 
intelligent effort. 

Unquestionably Newton can afford a more superior school 
system "than other places. Unquestionably such a system is 
more costly. The question to be determined is whether or 
not the citizens of Newton want to continue this system (and 
incidentally the trend of the school budget is downward! or 
whether or not they want to reduce the costs and receive less 
beneficial results. 


SPRING WEATHER IS ON THE WAY 

Spring was ushered in late Wednesday by a most unusual 
storm which brought rain, hail, sleet, snow and thunder and 
lightning. There are some weather prophets who say that 
thunder and lightning at this time of year are certain signs of 
a cold summer. There are others who simply take the weather 
that comes, which, in the final analysis is all that we can do. 
But one thing is certain — soon there will be many signs of 
real spring- — flowering crocuses, budding forsythia, warm and 
sunny days, chirping robins, and the usual harbingers of the 
new season. There is something about spring which cheers the 
spirits 'and warms the heart after the long spell of cold and 
wintry weather. It will not be long now.

Health Seal Sale 


Two brothers who had worked many 
years for tho Newton Street Depart 
tip tit were retired on pensions the 
past we.-k. One had been employed 
by tho city 38 years, tho other 26 
yea ts. Tlie younger brother who hn\l 
worked for tlu* city n considerably 
shorter period than tho older brother, 
will receive a much larger pension. 
Tlie reason for this is tho retire- 
ment system under which employees 
of this city other than policemen, 
firemen and school teachers are pen- 
sioned, Sueli employees receive as 
annual pensions one-half of the 
amount they were paid in wages 
during the 12 months preceding their 
retirement The unfairness of this 
system is manifest. If a veteran em- 
ployee after many years of faithful 
service fails physically during the 
last year of his employment by the 
city and cannot work regularly, his 
wages for the 12 months drops from 
what it was in preceding years and 
ho is penalized unjustly by being 
paid a smaller pension than lie should 
receive were it based on tlie wages 
he had regularly been paid. On 
tli»' other hand, if an employee hap- 
pened to be In good health during 
his last year of service, he would 
not only he given a pension based 
on half of his regular wages, but 
he might also have been given over- 
time work, and this giving hint addi- 
tional wages, would add to the pen- 
sion he would obtain. 

In happy contrast to large increases 
in tax rates in Boston. Cambridge 
and other cities is tlie announce- 
ment that Newton’s tax rate for 
in -10 will be at least 60 cents, and 
probably nearly $1 less, than that of 
lt*39. This reduction is partly due 
to economies effected by Mayor God- 
dard and the Hoard of Aldermen, 
and partly because of the fact that 
the city will have its State tax as- 
sessment $80,000 less than that of 
last year due to Governor Saltonstall’s 
economical administration. The city 
will also receive about $51,000 more 
from income and corporation taxes, 
and from other sources over similar 
receipts last year. The city has 
also received permission from the 
Tax Commissioner to use $100,000 
from its surplus fund (if it so de- 
sires) toward reducing the amount 
which must lie raised by taxation. 

Tlie present Board of Aldermen is 
economically minded, as have been 
the Boards In recent years: mosi 
of the members of the present Hoard 
having been Aldermen for several 
years. Mayor Goddard lias also been 
advocating economy, and both the 
Mayor and the Aldermen favor hav- 
ing surveys made of various city de- 
partments. including tlie School De- 
partment. with the expectation that 
by so doing further economies will 
l,e gained. We are told that a sur- 
vey made of the Street Department 
last rear resulted in tor will 
result i savings of $51,000. Most 
of this savings will come from 
tin- disposal by tlie Street Depart- 
ment of the last 20 horses it lias 
used. It wasn't necessary to employ 
experts to suggest that the horses be 
eliminated. Tills has been advocated 
over a long term of years, and tin- 
process of supplanting horses in the 
Street Department has been under 
way gradually for a long period. They 
would all have been sold years ago. 
except for the need of using them 
to haul sidewalk plows during win- 
ter months. For tlie past several 
years horses owned by contractors 
have been boarded by the street d« 
partment during winter months in re- 
turn for their use in pulling side- 
walk plows Tin* practicability or 
this plan remains to lie proved. The 
sidewalks certainly were not plowed 
after the recent blizzard so that they 
were fit to walk on. but the snow 
had drifted so high on February 15 
that horses could not ho expected 
to clear snow of such depth from the 
sidewalks. Whether untrained horses 
guided by inexperienced drivers will 
he successfully used In future win- 
ters In plowing sidewalks Is an un- 
certainty. 

Frankly, we don't enthuse over tlu 
proposed survi vs of city departments 
by alleged expert!-. We have ob- 
served “efficient engineers” in past 
years make surveys of privately owned 
corpora t ions, as well as government 
owned activities, and we have seen 
som.- of the factories and plants so 
surveyed woefully decline in efficiency, 
or the quality of their products after 
tlu “expert had h ystenmtlzed things 
We have had personal experiences 
with efficiency experts both while 
working for the government and while 
engaged in a supervisory Job in a 
mill. And as we remembered those 
lim-s about the village schoolmaster 
In Goldsmith's “Deserted Village 

“And still they gazed.

That one small head 

Could curry all lie knew. ' 
we wondered how sonu of these ef- 
llelemyv engineers could survey a 
cheese factory, textile mill. Iron found- 
ry. arsenal, watch factory, school, hos- 
pital or what you will, and lie quali- 
fied to give .-xpi-rt information us 
to how such diverse activities should 
he conducted. 

It Is proposed that the Newton 
School Department and other depart- 
ments shall he surveyed. Will the

administering public schools? I’ei 
Imps tin- proposed surveys will war 
rant their cost. Hut, to our wu\

legedly superior intellects or judg- 
ment. 

In the current issue of "Tho Sat- 
urday Kvoning Post" Hi" loud arti- 
cle is a biographical sketch of James 
II. Cromw. 11 It is published under 
tho caption "Golden Hoy.' utul it 
was written at least vnal weeks 
before Mr. Cromwell proved ills stu- 
pidity by his tnctl speech a 
few days ago in his official capacity 
as Cnit^d States Minister to Canada. 

It Is very well writt* a, has prob- 
ably been read by many of our read- 
ers. and should he read by nil of 
them. It will give one a good idea 
ns to how well quullfod Mr. Crom- 
well is to represent this country In 
n major diplomatic post, and to serve 
as a leading exponent <>f democracy. 
Possibly Mr. Cromwell may he sin- 
cere in his Motherings about dem- 
ocracy and liberalism, but lie will 
have one helluva time being accepted 
as a leader by democrats and liberals 
who are also not genuinely concerned 
about saving capitalism fas Mr. Crom- 
well undoubtedly is), especially that 
kind of capitalism which is tolerated i 
in n lopsided economic system sueli 
as ours, and permits someone like 
Jimmy Cromwell to wallow in wealth 
he never created or earned. Tlie story 
of Cromwell's career and luxurious 
mode of living, as printed in this 
week’s Saturday Evening Post will 
not be comforting to capitalists in 
general, because they know it will 
provide much ammunition for those 
millions of liberals and radicals who 
are striving to end that type of 
capitalism represented by Cromwell 
and his kind. 

it is also interesting to muse on 
the fact that Cromwell was appointed 
to the post in which he is showing 
ills unfitness by that great exponent 
of democracy and liberalism. Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt, and al- 
legedly at the behest of another great 
democrat and liberal. Mayor Hague 
of Jersey City. It's a great world. 
Isn't it? 

A couple of weeks ago wo com- 
mented in this column about a youth 
who was arraigned in the Roxbury, 
Brookline. Brighton and Newton 
courts a couple of months ago on 
charges of having stolen a number 
of automobiles and having snatched 
handbags tVom several women. De- 
spite the number and seriousness of 
some of the charges against him. 
this 17 year old youth received sus- 
pended sentences in each of tlie four 
courts. He showed his appreciation ; 
of this leniency by stealing at least 
another automobile and burglarizing a 
house at Waban. He was then caught 
and committed to the Shirley Indus- 
trial School where young toughs of 
his kind are mingled with less tough 
boys who are trying to reform. 

Tin pal of this I oy, a 1 6-yr.-old youth, 
who was also arraigned in tlie abdve 
mentioned four courts for the same 
, rimes, and also was accorded the 
same leniency in the shape of sus- 
pended -entencos. didn't profit by the 
capture and confinement of his erst- 
while iml. Last week ho was also 
involved in another automobile theft 
and with another youth they led 
State police along the Newburyport 
turnpike in a 10 mile chase, endanger- 
ing traffic while travelling at a speed 
of 85 miles an hour. Because this 
child of tender years is only 16. he 
was not confined In a cell at 
Newton police headquarters after 
Newton police had received him from 
the State police who captured him. 
Our humane State laws prohibit any 
child, no matter how hard-boiled, be- 
ing placed in a cell if he is only 16 
years of age. So. this precocious boy, 
sneaked out of Newton police head- 
quarters when the attention of the 
police on duty there was momen- 
tarily diverted from him. and he has 
not been found by tlie police up to the 
time we write this. 

The two youths we are referring to 
were Brighton boys. They are only 
two ol many boys from that district 
who have been committing crimes In 
Newton for the past 10 years or so. 
Last year Judge Mayberry in sentenc- 
ing two youths from Brighton who 
hud committed burglaries in this city, 
commented that lie would hreuk up 
this gang of young Brighton lawbreak- 
ers if it was the last thing he did. 
Evidently there is a great need of 
some uplifting social influence for 
hoys in Brighton. It is apparent that 
a well-conducted boys' club should in- 
organized for that district. 

The recent blizzard brought addi- 
tional evidence that many persons 
who arrive at tlie Newton Hospital 
in automobiles to visit, patients, don’t 
believe In signs, in co-operation or in 
consideration. Despite the fact that the 
ixtrking space at the hospital grounds 
hud been cleared of snow, ears wore 
continually parked along tlie wind- 
ing driveway, narrowed by high 
snow piles. On i lie Sunday after the 
blizzard, the ambulance was blocked 
from the "accident entrance" by a 
parked automobile. It Is obvious 
that the only way no purklng can 
bo enforced on the driveway at tlie 
hospital is by the presence of some- 
one with authority to compel hqIIIsIi 
IH-rsous to park their cars In the 
space provided.

If Brookline and Newton, the two 
wealthiest communities (per capita) 
In Massachusetts are any criterion, 
persons residing in wealthy districts 
live longer than those In less wealthy 
pluce*. From 1939 reports Brookline 
. has the largest percentage of persons 
over lo years of age. and Newton 
I Is second This accounts for the 
j large percentage of deaths among 
! Newton and Brookline residents from 
heart ailments and cerebral hemor- 
j rhages. 

The report of the Newton Health 
Department for 1939 shows that 785 
deaths occurred in Newton during 
that period and the death rate was 
10.0H. In 1938 there were 71 >5 deaths 
[ in Newton and the rate was 9.8. Th*- 
number of persons In Newton over 
j 10 years of age has been gradually 
I becoming larger. Conversely the birth 
j rate in Newton is decreasing: last 
year It was only 11 . 0 . th*- lowest 
! in the records of the city. The prin- 
I clpal causes of deaths in Newton 
' during 1939 were— heart diseases. 219; 
cerebral hemorrhage, 75: cancer. 143; 
pneumonia. 04 There were no deaths 
from such communicable diseases as 
I typhoid, diphtheria, scarlet fever.

of size, and location, o\yn when those 
school systems nro seeking Identically 
the same high quality of educational 
propram. 

"One hip factor is tlm nature of 
the c ity itself, its social and economic 
status, as well it-. the outlook of Its 
people which makes demands for t lie 
typo of school system, different. In 
communities where the tj plcal cltl 
zen does not include among the nec- 
essities of life nil extended program 
of formal schooling for himself or 
his children, there Is no conspicuous 
demand for nn extensive program of 
public education. Where the vast 
majority of citizens are willing to 
accept a ‘subsistence level’ of edu- 
cation. even though this subsistence 
type of education is not at all the 
type of education that their children 
should have, it is commonly accepted 
doctrine that those citizens for whom 
such a program is inadequate are ex- 
pected to purchase education in pri- 
vate schools or neighboring public 
schools of high rank. There are 
communities In Massachusetts whore 
for one reason or another, the great- 
er number of children of school age 
are in private rather than public 
schools. 

"Newton has a relatively high per- 
centage of citizens who for social and 
economic reasons, make, and have a 
right to make, demands on the school 
program. These demands result in 
increased school costs which as a 
matter of wise public policy should 
lie met. 

"To illustrate to you how two cit- 
ies which are comparable with re- 
spect to size and location may de- 
mand different programs of public 
education, may I contrast some social 
and Economic differences between two 
cities such as Newton and another city 
which has been mentioned by others 
in previous discussions which I will 
designate as City A. My figures are 
taken from the published statistical 
abstract of the New England Coun- 
cil. 

(a) Newton has 1-1 per cent of its 
employment concentrated in 
professional service. City A 
has 9 per cent. (The state 
less than S per cent). These 
citizens as a group can and 
will purchase elsewhere the 
kind of education they want 
for their children unless they 
can get it in the public school. 

(b) Newton has 63 per cent of 
home-owning families against 
53 per cent for City A. (The 
state 43 per cent.) A higher 
percentage of home owners 
suggests that there is a larger l 
permanent group of parents j 
who will have a sustained in- 
terest in the quality of public | 
education and whose children 
must be served for twelve con- 
secutive years. 

It* » Newton has more than twice 
the number of persons in City 
A having annual incomes in 
excess of $3,000 while Newton 
constitutes less than 2 per cent 
of the population of the state 
its citizens file more than S 
per cent of income tax re- 
turns in brackets over $3,000. 
From tbis group, preparation 
for college is nn almost au- 
tomatic demand which the 
school system must supply or 


fall to hold the children or a 
class of citizens whom not 
only the public school needs, 
but who need the public 
school. 

To Illustrate how dlfferoncoB 
in outlook of parents may nec- 
essitate consequent differences 
within n school program, New- 
ton has about tlft per cent of 
its iith grade pupils taking Al- 
gebra whereas City A has, ac- 
cording to Us last School lie- 
port, 3!* per cent taking this 
• normally college preparatory 
subject. 

“Another factor is the salary rate 
basis or schedule upon which teach- 
era are paid, and since In Newton, 
ST per cent of the total annual bud- 
get is spent through salaries for serv- 
ice, it is cH>nr that the largest differ- 
ence between the cost of operating 
schools In two communities of about 
the same size and locution is to be 
found in this item. The salary sched- 
ule for educational employees in New- 
ton has been in operation since 1925, 
except for certain minor changes and 
these have been, as far us the rec- 
ords show, largely downward rather 
than upward. This schedule Is not 
the highest in Massachusetts; in a 
number of other communities it is 
higher In all brackets; and in many 
communities, l can name a dozen, in 
which several classifications are paid 
at a higher rate. It we turn again to 
City A. there Is a decided difference 
in the schedule* upon which that city 
is paying its teachers and t lie one 
upon which Newton has operated for 
the last 15 years. For the fiscal 
year 1938. for example, the average 
salary in Newton was $2. 230.76. Ill 
City A, it was v *»iU»6.n.;.

(1) Increased bargaining power in 
attracting able and well 
equipped teachers (brains and 
personality). 

( 2) Ability to attract exceptionally 
able teachers of successful ex- 
perience from other commu- 
nities. 

(3) Increased holding power of 
those able teachers through 
their years of highest pro- 
ductivity and skill. (65 per 
cent at maximum salaries lie- 
cause they have found Newton 
n good place in which to work 
and to live.) 

ill A higher per cent of Liberal 
Arts trained and better edu- 
cated people on tiie secondary 
level. 

(5) A larger proportion of men 
teachers on all grade levels 
at larger salaries and maxi- 
mums than are paid women, 
and Die demand uud need of 
tiiis community for men teach- 
ers on all grade levels Is a 
very pressing one.

"In 1 1 1 i h connection I cannot help 
emphasizing my conviction, and I be- 
lieve you I’m, flint the moat influential 
single factor in good education is the 
teacher whom we place lit the class- 
room in direct contact with our chil- 
dren. 

“Another feature, and iliis time it 
is n geographical one, that lias made 
the cost of education high in Newton 
among the cities of the state is the 
relative density of school population. 
Not only lias Newton 1.4 square 
miles greater total area than has 
City A, she has nearly loot) persons 
fewer per square mile. This means 
in terms of providing hcIiooI housing 
for the school population, tin* neces- 
sity of organizing smaller units for 
elementary and junior high school pu- 
pils than would he the case if the 
city were compactly built and congest- 
ed Into small areas which provided 
reasonable distances from homes to 
the school center. If. ns was pointed 
out two weeks ago. larger units 
could be organized, marked econo- 
mies could be made in size of person- 
nel. in quantity of school supplies and 
in expense of operation and mainte- 
nance of school buildings. 

"It is a fact that the school popu- 
lation Is decreasing. In the period 
1936-1939 Newton’s total enrollment 
decreased 3.3%. although some cities 
have approached this figure in a sin- 
gle year. While our total enrollment 
was showing tills decrease, our sec- 
ondary school enrollment was actually 
increasing 5.3% . This increase at the 
more expensive level of education has 
not, as yet. offset the decrease on the 
elementary level, where the cost of 
instruction is less. In the decade 1929- 
1939, flu population of the city went 
lip 10%. school costs went up 20%. 
and the secondary school population 
went up 56%. 

"The limits of time do not permit 
me to give the facts on all the ele- 
ments that enter Into the costs of ed- 
ucation in Newton. There is only one 
more on which 1 shall dwell and that 
is the matter of differing and improved 
services (hut different communities 
demand to meet changing times ami 
needs of their own people. 

"Since 1893 Kindergartens have 
been un Integral part of the New- 
ton school system, and Newton over 
the years has had to pay for these 
Kindergartens City A and many 
other communities do not have Kinder- 
gartens. Tiie cost for this service 
last year amounted fo 56,500. In other 
years the cost lias been much larger, 
because there were many more young 
children to serve. Those who have 
had children in our Kindergartens, 
those who have seen these schools 
in operation and have tested the value 
of them to their children as they 
enter the elementary grades would 
he reluctant to see them discarded, 
on the grounds that they constitute 
an unnecessary expense. 

"Improved services over the years 
have been instituted because it was 
discovered there was a need for them, 
and by and large for no other rea- 
sons. They have included classes fen 
handicapped children, lip reading and 
sight saving, instruction in remedial 
reading, the development of a lief ter 
program of instruction for those stu- 
dents who do not go to college. Inn 
who are continuing through to grad- 
uation from high school or trade 
school, the more adequate provision 
for those who will go to college in 
the face of increasing competition 
and difficulty of getting into college 
today, the problem of placement and 
guidance. 

"I am quite aware as I mention 
some of these services flint do not 
touch you as individual^, perhaps 
would not touch the needs of your 
family, that yon may question their 
value and the necessity for them. 

‘‘Without attempting to explain any 
of them, it is certain thut u sur- 
vey of expert opinion would find that 
in these services for pupils and par- 
* tits lies the difference between Just 
a school system and a good school 
system, for in these services is found 
tiie ability oi tin schools to meet 

much more efficiently and adequately 
the needs of all the children, the 
normal and the abnormal, the sit 
perior and the handicapped. Your 
child may lie one of tlfese deviate 
or ho may not be. Among 12,000 
there are hound to he many for whom 
special provision must lie made, and 
when tin* number in one group be- 
comes largo enough, the state or 
your local school committee is forced 
to take some action which shall pro- 
vide for this special group a dif- 
ferent kind of program than is re 
quired for the normal ehihl. 

"When you as u parent come to 
the school ubout a problem Unit your 
boy is faced wTth. yon arc, concerned 
about the welfare and progress of 
just one person, your own child; 
you have not come out of concern, un- 
less you an* a very extraordinary 
person, for 12,000 children of New- 
ton. You expect the school to rec- 
ognize this one. your sou. as an in 
dividual and to give you and him 
some help in the problem of Ids 
growth and education (You expect 
the same tiling when you go to your 
physician about ids personal health.) 

"Much of tlu* time and energy of 
•>ur schools and school people is 

P'Mit in response to the demand for 
m r vice for .John or Mary as an In- 
dividual. Kliminato these services 
and you save some money, but your 

bools tiro unable, in do for your 
buy or your girl the tiling that des- 
perately needs doing for him to en- 
able him to proceed normally, and 
adjust himself to tile world he's got 
to live iii.

"Of such a nature is the character

Immediate cost may seem high (it is 
actually relatively low when com 
pared with tlu* cost of teaching the 
three It's and the academic sobjoctH 
which still constitute the major part 
of the curriculum) hut in terms of 
(he job. that is tile schools in helping 
to build well-adjusted, happy anti suc- 
cessful men and women, it Jh a cost 
that this community has so far felt 
it must assume. I hope we have not 
reached the point where Newton is 
willing to drop tills responsibility, 
which up to now has boon her great- 
est pride and boast. 

"I have tried to show you the 
facts regarding the pupil enrollment, 
about teachers' salaries, about some 
of the special services, about the 
problem faced in tills community of 
a widely scattered population. I have 
not mentioned the school building 
program which, whether right or 
wrong, your Board of Aldermen and 
School Committee have gone ahead 
in modernizing and improving over 
a period of years. All these and 
many more are factors which have 
caused increasing rather than de- 
creasing costs of education in this 
city. I am impelled to turn your 
attention for a moment to trends in 
budgets and I shall do this by show- 
ing you a graph. Since 1924 the 
school budget lias shown an average 
annual increase of $54,146, due priu 
cipally to increased enrollment. With 
the exception of 1935, at which time 
the salary cuts of 1933 were restored, 
each year since 1932 has shown a de- 
cline in the budget increase over the 
preceding yeur. Despite the fact that 
the total enrollment did not start to 
decline until 1937, and then by only 
three-tenths of one pei* cent, the in- 
creases since 1932 have been below 
the average for the period 1924 to 
1939. In 1939 the budget decreased 
$44,394 from the preceding year. This 
year shows further decrease from 
1939. Your School Committee is 
acutely aware of the problem, gentle- 
men, of the need for economy, but it 
is also aware of its responsibility for 
running a decent program of educa- 
tion. 

"In all this discussion it seems to 
me that I have said very little about 
tlit* many evidences that: 

1 1 1 Tin* Newton schools have al 
ways attracted a high-grade 
citizenry to make their homes 
among us, because they want 
for their children the kind of 
schools we have; 

(2) The school system is well and 
favorably known throughout 
the country nud the world; 

1 3) The schools are visited by as 
many educators in the course, 
of a year as any public school 
system in America; 

1 4 1 The schools are basically do- 
ing an effective job In teach- 
ing children to read, to write 
and to figure, and to prepare 
for living useful and successful 
lives; 

"The evidences of the truth of 
tln-se statements are to he found not 
only in objective data and records in 
tlu* School Department, but in the 
records of our college entrance, in 
the records of job placement, and in 
the achievement of the majority of 
our students wherever they go and 
whatever they do. 

"The costs of operating schools 
in Newton can be cut by any amount 
that it is necessary to cut them at 
any time, but as far as i know there 
are only three ways In which this 
can lie done: 

ill Decreasing salaries with its 
attendant loss of morale, and 
quality of teacher that can be 
attracted to Newton; 

(2 1 increasing the size of class- 
es, though that will be diffi- 
cult : 

13) Decreasing the services ren- 
dered, though that breaks 
down the very effectiveness of 
the program; 

"But the question is more than 
that of just keeping schools going. 
Fundamentally, it is whether Newton 
is to he satisfied with an education 
on a 'subsistence' or minimum es 
setitial level, or whether it is to pro- 
vide the kind of schools it needs und 
can afford.”

Telephone Official Explains 


Next November three central olfl- 
cos in Newton will he reborn, under 
the names of BlGelow. LASell and 
DECatur, when nil of tho telephones 
In Newton begin to operate from tho 
Crosshnr Dial Exchange now under 
construction on Washington st., New- 
tonville, just across the street from 
the location of the original "Newton- 
vllle" of 1881. Three baby olHces they 
are, among nearly 800 old timers 
serving the people of New England. 

Choosing names for the newcomers 


hie name was given consideration, 
and then tho process of elimination 
started. 

Experts went over ‘the list, strik- 
ing out those names which obviously 
were not suitable. For instance, one- 
syllable names were eliminated at the 
start because they give a operator 
only one chance to understand the 
name when it is given by a. customer. 
Multiple syllables in an ofllco name 
are more easily recognized. Nantes, 
such as Wnbnn, that sounded like

has caused more thought, experiment, 
testing, research and study than most 
mothers and fathers give to picking 
a name for their offspring. Choosing 
a new office name is not a matter of 
simply calling a family conference 
and telling Aunt Cynthia quite firm- 
ly that “this baby is going to be 
named after his father.” There are 
conferences, many of them, but they 
come only after months of name test- 
ing by hundreds of operators and Traf- 
fic Engineers. When the final confer- 
ence is held, It Is likely that the 
choice will be so narrow that mak- 
ing the final selection will be as sim- 
ple as choosing between tea and cof- 
fee at lunch. 


those of existing offices, which could 
easily he confused with Woburn or 
Auburn, would not do. Obvious con- 
flictions with a present dial office such 
as ENDicott with EMErson were 
eliminated and the resulting list was 
ready for further slenderizing. 

The standard dial used in Boston 
and in all large cities has 10 finger 
holes. Under the first nine holes are 
the figures 1 to 9 and under the last 
hole, 0. 

There are three letters associated 
with eight of the figures. The “0” 
is reserved for dialing “Operator” 
and the “I” is never used in office 
names because an accidental jog of 
the switch-hook would have tho same 



New Exchange Under Construction 


In the case of Newton, there were 
three names to be chosen, and the 
Metropolitan Division Traffic Engi- 
neers started qarly last year to select 
names that might be used when the 
new Metropolitan Area Directory is 
issued next November. 

First, a list of all possible names 
was compiled. It was a long list, in 
this case containing 1,440 names af- 
ter the one-syllable names were elim- 
inated. Every available source of in- 
formation contributed a share. Names 
were taken from King’s "Handbook 
of Newton,” written in 1889 from 
public schools anil other schools and 
colleges, from parks, railroad sta- 
tions and streets. City records wero 
consulted to obtain names of former 
mayors, members of the first Com- 
mon Council, first school committee 
and other officials prominent in New- 
ton’s early history. A map of New- 
ton in 1700 and a historical sketch by 
the Rev. S. F. Smith in 1873 yielded 
others. One of our traffic employes 
spent days In the Newton Library and 
cemeteries searching for other names 
which might be appropriate to the 
new offices. Then a list of famous 
Americans was added. Every possi-

effect as dialing “1.” The figure “1” 
is used in dialing several codes, how- 
ever, such as 211 for Long Distance, 
411 for Information and 611 for Re- 
pair Service. 

While a name, or rather, the first 
three letters of a name, combined 
with a number is used because this 
arrangement is more easily remem- 
bred by telephone users than a long 
series of numbers, dial equipment in 
central offices does not recognize 
either letters or numbers as such — 
only electrical impulses. Thus, when 
the letters HAN in Hancock are 
dialed, the diul equipment does not 
transmit “Han” but a number of im- 
pulses corresponding to the figures 
which are under those letters on the 
dial — in this case 426. The first three 
letters of every office name make up 
a code whoso key can be found on 
every dial In tho Metropolitan divi- 
sion. Here it is:

began. No names which produced a 
code similar to any other within a 
25-cent calling area of Boston could 
bo used. Also, since "Q” and “Z” 
are not used, any names containing 
these letters must be stricken from 
thn list. 

Nantes with the first three letters 
tho same as existing office nnntes 
cannot be used, such as Kensington 
which conflicts with Kenntore. If the 
first three letters of Emerson, EME, 
are dialed, a numerical code of 363 
is actually transmitted. ENDicott has 
the same numerical code, so Emerson 
could not be used. 

For this reason Medford was 
changed to MYStic several years ago 
to avoid confliction with NEEdham. 
WINchester has the same code, 946. 
as Winthrop, so Winthrop was changed 
to OCEnn. Other conflicts develop. 
Faneuil, a very appropriate name for 
an office serving the market district 
of Boston, has not been used as there 
is a Fanueil Station in Brighton. 
A glance at the portion of the list 
shown on this pnge shows clearly why 
certain names could not bo used. 

By tho time that the coding and 
analysis were completed, the original 
list of nearly 1.500 names was re- 
duced to a shadow. Names with a 
“Y” used as a vowel, such as Byfield 
which might be spelled Bifleld, names 
such as Dearborn which could he 
spelled Deorborn. or McKinley which 
could 1)0 confused with Mackinley, 
were all eliminated. Names begin- 
ning with Saint or Mount were un- 
desirable as customers might be un- 
certain whether to dial ST or SAI, 
MT or MOU. 

Names having an “O” or “I" for 
the third letter, while not taboo, are 
.seldom used as there is considerable 
chance of dialing error in changing 
from the letter “O” to the figure 
“0,” or from tho letter “I” to the 
figure “1” when dialing. Although 
some two word names are in use at 
present, such as Hyde Park and East 
Boston, no new names of a similar 
character are used. 

One might think that by this time 
nothing remained to bo deleted, but 
there was more to come. Names simi- 
lar to other office names, oven in a 
distant state, are undesirable. With 
the wide use of Long Distance, it is 
bad enough to have a Franklin in 
Maine, New Hampshire and Massa- 
chusetts without adding another one 
in Newton. Caro must be taken to 
avoid tho confusion that is caused 
by the similarity in sound of “K” 
and “C" or “C” and "S”. 

After such microscopic examination 
and after meeting such rigid specifica- 
tions, it is a wonder that any names 
survive. But in the case of tho New- 
ton possibilities, 20 were left. And 
what a raking over they took! 

An exacting phonetic test was the 
next step. Tho 20 possibilities were 
included with 750 other names in a 
test list. This list included all of 
the names in the Metropolitan Divi- 
sion, many A-B Toll points and any 
names which might bo confused with 
the possibilities. One hundred and 
fifty lists were sent 10 exchanges in 
different purts of our company’s terri- 
tory for testing. In each case opera- 
tors read the list over tho telephone 
to other operators who recorded their 
understanding of tho words. In this 
way each of the possibilities was 
tosted over a thousand times. During 
tests of the Newton possibilities one 
name, Lawndale, was mistaken 52 
times for Longdale, and was also re- 
corded as Lonsdale, Longwooil, Law- 
rence. Glendale, Blondale, Blonedale 
and Londule.

Finally thfcre was an extremely 
short list of office names left, some 
testing higher than others, some bet- 
ter than others. These were submit- 
ted to n final conference of heads of 
departments and the three names 
selected. Even that choice might not 
bo final In some cases, for despite 
the restrictions of dial equipment, 
public criticism may cause a name 
to be changed even after it meets 
specifications. In the case of Cam- 
bridge, it was deemed desirable to 
honor President Eliot of Harvard, even 
though ELIot is often spelled EL- 
Liot. In that case, luckily, the dial 
equipment in all dial offices could be 
arranged to receive either spelling. 

Thus tho new dial offices in New- 
ton got their names. BlGelow hon- 
ors the late Dr. Henry F. Bigelow, 
who did much to establish Newton’s 
school system on its basis of high 
standards. Ho was chairman of tho 
Newton School Committee for many 
years and first trustee of the Newton 
cemetery. LASell honors Edward La- 
sell, founder of the girls’ seminary 
which bears his name. DECatur, while 
having no significance in tho city of 
Newton, honors tho greut naval hero, 
Stephen Decatur and was selected 
because of the high rating it re- 
ceived in the phonetic tests. 

What’s in a name? Plenty of hard 
work, study and experimentation, if 
it is to ho used for a telephone of- 
fice designation.

through the Balkan States. 

Professor Do Haas gave as his opin- 
ion that the United States will lose 
much of its trade, especially with 
Franco and England, as countries nat- 
urally will trade with those coun- 
tries who are borrowing front them. 
As an example of this he mentioned 
the large loan that Great Britain had 
made to Turkey Consequently, in- 
stead of American tobacco, which is 
greatly preferred, he said that Great 
Britain is buying Turkish tobacco. Al- 
so. that at tln> present time Great 
Britain is buying quantities of bei f 
front tho Argentine. Altogether he 
painted rather a dismal picture of the 
United States being able to mil to 
other countries only those things 
which those countries are unable to 
get elsewhere, which would result in 
a vast overproduction here after t in- 
war. he thought.

of this department will be made. Al- 
derman Hughes said it is about time 
that the School Committee take off 
their coats and pare down costs. Al- 
derman Rnwson said that budgets of 
the other departments are carefully 
analyzed, but the School Department 
budget contains but 5 items and does 
not tell us much, lie said our schools 
are costing too much and he hopes the 
survey will show how money can he 
saved. Alderman Cronin asked who 
will make this survey, how much will 
it cost, and will the Aldermen have 
anything to say on these matters? 

Alderman Cronin said lie has re- 
ceived many protests about the sale 
of horses by the Street Department 
and there is a differenc of opinion us 
to the alleged savings which will re- 
sult. He argued that there have been 
too drastic reductions in the Street 
Department budget when so many 
streets need repairs after the rav- 
ages of tile past winter. Alderman 
Jntnieson replied that the budget 
makes proper allowance for the main- 
tenance and repair of the streets. Al- 
derman Fahey objected to the reduc- 
tion in the item for the care of side- 
walks. Alderman Hoffman criticised 
the accounting methods of the Street 
Department. He said the cost of col- 
lecting garbage is too high, and the 
cost of collecting rubbish astounds 
him when one considers that with 
oil being used largely instead of coal 
for fuel, the amount of uslies has 
greatly decreased. He also assert- 
ed that the cost of the garage of this 
department is too high. Alderman 
Jamieson replied by saying that it is 
desired to keep the trucks and other 
equipment in good condition, that the 
garbage collection contract will not 
expire until next September, and there 
has been a 10 per cent reduction in 
the cost of collecting rubbish.

Use City Property

Aldermen Take 
Credit For Work 
Toward Economy 

Alderman Donald McKay, chairman 
of the Finance Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen read a statement 
at the meeting of the Board last 
Monday night which expressed his 
feelings and those of his fellow aider- 
men relative to the Newton Taxpay- 
ers’ Association. The statement 1 h 
gently satirical in that it reveals 
that the Board of Aldermen during 
tho past four years took the initiative 
in recommending and working for 
certain moves toward municipal econ- 
omy, credit for which has been as- 
sumed the past year by the Tax- 
payers’ Association. Alderman Mc- 
Kay’s statement follows: 

The report of the Finance Com- 
mittee presented to you tonight lias 
been in process of preparation dur- 
ing the last few weeks. Its final 
form was completed Saturday prior 
to our reading a press release from 
the Taxpayers Association. The texts 
are so similar, that it is gratifying 
to learn we see eye-to-eye. Last Wed- 
nesday evening the Finance Commit- 
tee interpreted the budget to ten of 
the thirty-live directors of the Asso- 
ciation. and outlined much of t his 
report. We wore disappointed that 
twenty-five directors did not accept 
our Invitation. But the answer I 
think is the remark of one who said. 
“We have such confidence in the 
aldermen that it seems unnecessary 
lo tell them whut to do.” That is 
indeed flattery, but tho Association 
can be of real Jielp in giving us moral 
support and encouragement in resist- 
ing pressure groups and in crystaliz* 
ing public opinion. And as part of the 
Massachusetts Federation of Taxpay- 
ers’ Associations it can have great 
influence in the larger State prob- 
lems. We wish them success in build- 
ing a large and influential member- 
ship. I am told that all the aider- 
men are members. In the coming 
campaign for members the Associa- 
tion will have our hearty support. 

Our several identical objectives can 
lies) he illustrated by quotations from 
previous reports of tho Finance Com- 
mittee: 

From 1936 report “We believe that 
money could bo saved for tho city 
in purchasing of supplies us well as 
motor equipment if this were done 
through our central agent and recom- 
mend that a study ho made with this 
in view." 

From 1937 report “More aggres- 
sive effort should be made to dis- 
pose of real estate that has come 
into tho hands of tho city through tax- 
tjtlo foreclosures or otherwise, and 
thus turn this slow asset into cash." 
And quoting further from tho 1937 
report in discussing welfare and un- 
employment: “We boliovo that the en- 
tire situation requires much thought 
and we suggest that a plan ho con- 
sidered by which a person connected 


with this department should devote 
liis entire time to finding work in 
private industries for those now on 
city relief.” And again in 1937 ref- 
erence was made to the 1936 report 
already quoted "The Committee last 
year recommended that consideration 
be given to the creation of an office 
of ’Purchasing Agent’ for the city. 
. . . We again recommended that a 
study he made of this problem.” 

From 1938 report “We endorse a 
balanced budget on t lie pay-as-you-go 
principle. By that we mean as far 
as can be. foreseen, all anticipated 
expenses for the fiscal year be in- 
cluded in the budget. If there are 
uncertainties, that a reserve be set 
up to tlie amount believed ample with- 
in the limit permitted by law. In 
Newton the maximum is about $75,- 
000 — 1 ^ 2 % of tlie previous year's ex- 
penditures.” That would be about 
$84,000 at present time. And again 
from 1938 report: "That pending the 
re-establishment of a Department of 
Public Works that an expert be en- 
gaged to make a study of those de- 
partments commonly grouped under 
that heading, namely — street, water, 
buildings and engineering to the end 
of increasing efficiency and reducing 
expenses." 

From 1939 report: "We reiterate 
what has been said many times re- 
garding budgetary control. Depart- 
ment heads must be required not only 
to keep accurate accounts of commit- 
ments. but must keep the comptroller 
advised.” 

All the foregoing have been cham- 
pioned in the past year by the Tax- 
payers' Association. We commend its 
wisdbni and discernment iu adopting 
our pioneer studies. They have been 
so thoroughly adopted that our parent- 
hood is overlooked. The birth rec- 
ords are however in the City Clerk’s 
files. Our Mayor was a signer of 
three of those annual reports. The 
present finance committee lias two 
members who signed the 1936-7 re- 
ports, four who signed t he 1938 re- 
port and five who signed the 1939 
report. And if I recall correctly 
the Board of Aldermen unanimously 
adopted all the reports.

be paying less than the average op- 
erating cost. 

The Commissioners of Middlesex 
County have admitted the validity of 
our reasoning, and have put into ef- 
fect as of January 1st a slightly high- 
er daily rate — raising it from $1.50 
to $1.75. This falls far short of 
what seems to be the cost of earing 
for patients, but a committee of Coun-, 
tv Commissioners has been appointed 
to investigate the subject fully, and 
we shall await its findings with in- 
terest. Refusal by Newton to pay 
tlie assessment would cause Middle- 
sex County to default on a note due 
in April. We have the satisfaction 
of having brought to light a mis-in- 
terpretation of the statutes, which it 
is expected will be rectified. For 
tlie past several years Newton and 
tlie other cities and towns have paid 
the assessments without protest. It 
would be difficult to effect a retro- 
active adjustment. 

But unwillingness on tlie part of 
State and County officials to comply 
with the letter of the law during this 
current year can be met with a re- 
fusal to pay the next assessment. The 
County is given fair warning that it 
will not be our responsibility in 1941 
if it finds itself in ail embarrassing 
situation. The Finance Committee 
has had the advice and counsel of the 
City Solicitor. 

Alderman Colby, who refused to 
vote to pay the assessment levied on 
Newton for this hospital said that 
while some communities have been 
paying far less per patient than the 
cost per patient, more communities 
have been paying far more than their 
share, and that Newton is over as- 
sessed $15,000. He said the in- 
crease in tlie day rate made by hos- 
pital officials is only 25 cents; from 
$1.50 to $1.75 and does not indicate a 
proper change of attitude. He con- 
tended that the refusal of tlie hospital 
officials to fix a proper per diem rute 
for patients illegally tuxes some com- 
munities for tho benefit of other com- 
munities.

Jumping Beans 

Most Mexican jumping beans 
come from the province of Chihua- 
hua; they are the seeds of various 
members of a family of swamp 
trees listed as euphorbiaceous 
plants. When the plant is in blos- 
som the moth (Carpocapsa saUi- 
tans) lays an egg in one part of 
the flower. The hatched larvae bore 
into the growing beans but do not 
attain full growth until the beans 
are hard and ripe. The larva inside 
the bean moves it by coiling up and 
then suddenly extending itself. Lat- 
er in the season it cuts a circular 
door through the bean und changes 
to a pupa, then when the pupa is 
transformed to a moth it escapes 
through this door. Close examina- 
tion of the bean will show this means 
of exit. 
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30-Mile Speed Limit For 
Motor Vehicles Effective 
In Newton On Monday 


Signs Placed At All Entrances 
To City 


Starting Monday, April 1, a 3ft 
mile speed limit for motor vehicles 
will be established in Newton. Signs 
specifying this limit have been made 
by the Street Department and will 
be placed on streets at all entrances 
to this city from surrounding cities 
and towns. Last year Alderman Max- 
well Gaddis, chairman of the Street 
Traffic Committee of the Hoard of 
Aldermen, started the movement for 
enforcing this speed limit in New- 
ton. Incidentally, 30 miles an hour 
is tliv speed limit legally allowed 
by the statutes of Massachusetts, de- 
spite the stickers which have been 
distributed t ho past couple of years 
. by the Registrar of Motor Vehicles 
and which instructed motorists not 
to drive over 5ft miles on hour, or 
45 miles at night or in wet weather. 

Last year the GRAPHIC was in- 
formed that tlio Street Department 
was preparing these signs, but later 
it was learned that our information 
was erroneous, as the Street Depart- 
ment at that time had not been asked 
to make such signs. 

Books of "courtesy tickets” have 
been printed and will be distributed 
to Newton policemen. These tickets 
will be given to first offenders who 
will disregard the 30 mile limit In 
tills city. The tickets read: 

“You are requested not to drive 
more than 30 miles an hour within 
the confines of the city of Newton. 

"This regulation is being put into 
effect to protect our citizens from 
accident and to save you from need- 
less worry and regret. 

"We want you to see our city the 
safe way. May we have your co- 
operation?" 

Motorists who persist in speeding 
in Newton after having received a 
“courtesy ticket," will be summoned 
into court on speeding complaints. 
Mayor Goddard approved of the new 
measures to restrict speeding in this 
city where 12 persons were fatally 
injured in automobile accidents last 
year. He commented that in other 
cities where speed limits of 25 or 30 
miles have been established, appre- 
ciable reductions in automobile acci- 
dents have resulted. Among these 
cities are Waltham, Providence, Wor- 
cester and Springfield.

Will Build New 
Wing to St. Mary’s 
Church, L. Falls 

Plans have been drawn by William 
J. Freethy of Wahan for a new, fire- 
proof. brick wing to St. Mary’s Epis- 
copal Church ut Newton Lower Falls 
to replace the parish house which was 
destroyed by fire in February. ,The 
proposed structure will serve as a re- 
ligious and community centre, and a 
Reconstruction Fund enmpaign to fi- 
nance its building will open with a 
roll call next Sunday. It is estimated 
that the proposed building will cost 
$40,800. and from various funds and 
insurance $15,732 is on hand or 
pledged. This leaves about $25,000 to 
be raised by members and former 
members of the parish and by citi- 
zens of Newton. Weston and Welles- 
ley. the districts served by the par- 
ish. E. Deane Seely of Wellesley 
Hills, senior warden of St. Mary's 
Church, is chairman of the building 
committee The reconstruction com- 
mittee is headed by Henry H. Staf- 
ford. 

St. Mary’s Church, built in 1814, 
is the oldest Episcopal Church in 
Newton. The building destroyed by 
fire contained the parish hall, built 
in 1857. and Hubbard Memorial Chap- 
ter house, built in 1903. Because 
of the rapid growth of sections cen- 
tering about Newton Lower Falls, a 
church building such as the pro- 
posed new wing is greatly needed. 


Newton Dog Clinic 
Starts April 15 

The annual clinic for dogs licensed 
in Newton will start at the shed be- 
hind the high school building.

Community Council 
Told of Changes 
In Public Relief 

Rotch Advocates Local Control 
of Relief 

A general relief program adminis- 
tered by the local community but 
with financial grants-in-aid from the 
stHte and federal governments will 
eventually replace relief for special 
groups such us Soldier's Relief, Ald- 
To-Dependent Children, etc., Arthur 
G. Rotch, Commissioner of Public Wel- 
fare of the state told the Case Con- 
ference of the Newton Community 
Council at the Newtonville Library. 
In a strong plea for returning the ad- 
ministration of all relief to local au- 
thorities. Mr. Retch pointed out that 
at present general relief is ut a lower 
standard than that given certain spe- 
cial categories of aided people and 
that the existence of these special cat- 
egories made for confusion and waste 
in administration. 

"If all relief is to he returned to 
the local community" he said, "it 
will be necessary for these commu- 
nities to receive grunts of money 
from the state and the state in turn 
from the federal government. The 
state would also set up standards of 
relief which local communities would 
be obliged to live up to if they are to 
receive tills financial assistance from 
the state." In Mr. Rotch's opinion lo- 
cal administration of a general relief 
program under these provisions 
would be less costly and bring better 
social results thun the present pro- 
gram. 

Tracing the relief program of the 
state in recent years Mr. Rotch paid 
tribute to work done by his predeces- 
sor David Armstrong and commended 
his establishment of district offices of 
tlie Public Welfare Department in 
place of the former centralization of 
all supervisors of the department at 
the State House. 

The Annual Meeting of the New- 
ton Community Council will be held 
at the Newtonville Women’s Club at 
6:30 on April 3. Chief feature of the 
program will be a panel discussion on 
Youth in Newton" in which Miss

The Newton Planning Board held 
i meeting on Wednesday night In 
■(inference with the Claims & Rales 
Committee of the Aldermen to dis- 
miss the recommendations of the Plan- 
ning Board regarding minimum sizes 
for house lots in this city. The ad- 
vent into Newton the past few years 
of outside, speculative builders who 
purchase old estates or outmoded 
houses, and divide such properties in- 
to the largest number of building lots 
possible in conformity with New- 
ton's present zoning ordinance, and 
the crowding of inexpensive houses 
in the midst of attractive residential 
districts, caused sometime ago a de- 
mand for the adoption by Newton of 
minimum restrictions for areas of 
house lots. Weston. Wellesley and 
other nearby communities have adopt- 
ed such restrictions, but an attempt, 
made a few years ago by Oak Hill 
residents to have such a restriction in 
that section, was turned down by the 
Aldermen. 

The recommendations of the Plan- 
ning Bourd plan to divide the city 
into seven districts- Single Residence 
A. Single Residence B, Single Resi- 
dence (’. Private Residence, General 
Residence, Business and Manufactur- 
ing. In single residence A districts 
house lots must have an area not less 
than 15,000 square feet, and a width 
of not less thun 100 reel. In single 
residence B districts the minimum 
areu would be 10,000 square feet, and 
the width 80 feet. In Single Residence 
r. private and general residence dis- 
tricts the minimum area would bo

7000 square feet, and the width 70 
feet. No new building will be con- 
structed. nor no existing building al- 
tered, extended or reconstructed to 
provide living quarters for more 
than one family for each 3000 square 
feet of urea in private residence dis- 
tricts. and for each 1200 feet in gen- 
eral residence and business section, 
in single and private residence dis- 
tricts the set-back will be 25 feet, and 
in general residence and business dis- 
tricts 15 feet, except that no building 
need be set back more than the aver- 
age of the set-backs of the buildings 
on adjoining lots on either side, hut 
in no case shall any part of a build- 
ing in a residence district lie nearer 
than 10 feet to the street line, in 
Single Residence A and B districts no 
dwelling shall lie nearer than 15 feet 
to any side lot line, or nearer than 
25 feet to any rear lot line. No rear 
yard shall be required to be greater 
than 25 per cent of the depth of the 
lot in all other districts no dwell- 
ing shall he nearer than 10 feet to 
any side lot line or nearer than 15 
feet to any rear lot line. In no dis- 
trict shall any accessory building be 
nearer than 3 feet to any lot line. 

Tlie recommendations of the Plan- 
ning Hoard are being considered by 
the Claims & Rules Committee, and 
will then be presented to the Board 
of Aldermen.

More Clothing 
Needed For Poor 
Newton Children 

“Thrift Centre*’ Asks For Do- 
nations This Spring 

An urgent need for more children's 
clothing, especially children’s outer 
garments, is reported by the Newton 
Thrift Centre. Harold P. Carver, 
chairman of the executive committee 
of tlie Centre, asks Newton families 
to remember the Centre especially 
at “spring cleaning" time when the 
family clothing chests are being re- 
examined. "In all probability" he 
said, “there are hundreds of articles 
of discarded clothing hanging in the 
closets of Newton families which could 
be given, through the Thrift Centre, 
to some needy Newton family. A tele- 
phone call to Newton North 2122 will 
bring tlie Centre's truck to your door 
to collect your used and discarded 
clothing." 

Although the Centre still needs large 
amounts of children's clothing, the 
response to its appeal has been prompt 
and generous. During its sixty di 
of operation the Centre has filled 
93 requisitions totalling 6ft0 garment 
for needy families. At the present 
time the Centre’s supplies are avail- 
able on requisition from the Newton 
Family Service Bureau and the Catho 
lie Welfare Committee. It also sup 
plies emergency requests from the 
Public Welfare Department and the 
Soldiers' Relief Department of the city 
As the work of tlie Centre becomes 
better known, it is hoped that it may 
be able to meet the requests of other 
social agencies in the city. 

Tlie Centre is conducted under the 
auspices of the Newton Community 
Council with the co-operation of the 
Newton Hospital Aid Association and 
tlie Newton Federation of Women's 
Clubs. Tlie Centre’s truck was given 
by the Newton Circle: Newton busi- 
ness firms and church groups are co- 
operating with the Centre in clean- 
ing and mending the clothing given 
to the Centre.

Result of Agreement With 
Aldermen’s Finance 
Committee 


The Newton School Committee on 
Monday night voted to have a study 
made of the teachers salary schedule 
in Newton public schools. This ac- 
tion was the result of an agreement 
recently made by the School Commit- 
tee with the Finance Committee of 
the Newton Board of Aldermen. In 
discussing the budget of this city 
for 194ft certain members of the Al- 
dermen contended that our schools 
are too costly and that a definite 
move toward lowering the school de- 
partment budget in Newton should 
be made by the School Committee. 
Similar contentions have been made 
by members of preceding Boards of 
Aldermen in recent years. 

The School Committee and Supt. 
of Schools Warren agreed that Dr. 
Willard S. Ellsbree, consultant on ed- 
ucational problems, of Teachers Col- 
lege. Columbia University, will be 
asked to serve as adviser and consul- 
taut in making the study and that it 
start next month. Dr. Ellsbree s serv- 
ices, provided he can come to New- 
ton. will be under the auspices of the 
Teachers Education Commission of 
the National Educational Council, and 
they will be financed by the Rocke- 
feller Foundation This commission 
has been conducting a study of edu- 
cational problems in Newton, as pan, 
of a nationwide survey. 

The Newton Teachers Federation 
will be asked by the School Commit- 
tee to participate in the study of 
the salary schedule, and after the fact- 
finding has been completed, a citi- 
zens' committee will be invited to co- 
operate in deliberations on the mat- 
ter of revising the salaries. Among 
the details to be studied are — cost of 
living in Newton, the educational 
background of Newton teachers, and 
the relationship of salaries to the 
selection of teachers and the type of 
work they are doing. 

The present salary schedule in 
Newton schools was adopted in 1925 
and has not been changed since.

ANOTHER ANGLE TO EDUCATION 


In the course of conversation the other day among a group 
of men interested in business, government, and public affairs 
in general, an interesting comment was made in regard to 
one of the angles of education. There is a monthly gathering 
of personnel executives of the major industries of the state 
where problems of a common nature are discussed. It is 
evident that there is a demand for skilled employees which 
cannot be filled — and yet we have youths walking the streets 
for miles and miles in search of employment. Youths with 
a general high school education who cannot find jobs — and 
youths with a college education who cannot find work. The 
days of the apprentice are practically extinct — and we con- 
tinue to seek a higher cultural level in our educational pro- 
gram. Perhaps a solution, or at least a partial solution, is to 
promote greater opportunities for vocational training, ft 
seems quite obvious that the skilled and trained employee 
is going to command the salary and be at least the equal in 
productive value of a more culturally trained youth. What 
educators offer along these lines should be of material assist- 
ance toward solving the major problem of the day. unemploy- 
ment. 


A VALUABLE PUBLIC SERVANT 

Nearly five months remain before the state primary elec- 
tions in September. Recent announcements of candidacies for 
various political offices have focused more or less attention on 
the fact that a state election is in the offing. The retirement 
of Representative William B. Baker upon the expiration of 
his present term is of major interest to Newton residents on 
the northern side of the city. Representative Baker served 
the district which he represents, the city and the state with 
distinction and honor. As a member of the extremely im- 
portant Ways and Means Committee and ranking next to the 
chairman of this committee he diligently and conscientiously 
maintained a keen interest in the careful spending of state 
moneys. Frequently he was ironically referred to as “the 
watch dog of the state treasury" but this appellation was 
always tempered with deep respect for his views. Probably 
no member of the two hundred and forty comprising the lower 
branch of the State Legislature possesses a keener insight into 
the financial affairs of the state as a whole than Mr. Baker. 
Lately Mr. Baker has given of his time and service to the Com- 
monwealth at considerable personal sacrifice of time and en- 
ergy and he deems it best to retire. Public servants of his 
type and calibre are rare. The state and the district he 
represents have much to be thankful for from his service. 
Under the gilded dome Representative Baker will be missed,

For the past several years Regis- 
trar of Motor Vehicles Goodwin has 
been engaged in a controversy over 
the dimming of headlights on automo- 
biles. He ordered that the lights not 
be dimmed, contending that by so do- 
ing the driver of a car on which the 
lights are dimmed cannot see pedes- 
trians on the road abend. Persons 
who drive cars at night (which Mr. 

Goodwin does not do) contended that 
unless the glaring headlights on an 
approaching car are shifted to the 
dropbeam, they cannot see a pedes- 
trian or anything else. The writer 
agrees with them. In many States 
it is the practise to use the drop- 
beam on headlights when other ve- 
hicles approach from the opposite 
direction. 

Now, Mr. Goodwin conies out with 
tin* order instructing owners of 
the new automobiles with sealed 
beam headlights of 50 candle-power 
bulbs to shift to the dropbeam when 
another car approaches, as the more 
powerful bulbs develop 40,000 candle 
power in the headlights. Anyone with 
common sense, or anyone who drives 
much at night, knows that consider- 
ate autoists will shift their head- 
lights onto the dropbeam without any 
order from the Registrar: and that 
inconsiderate drivers will not do so. 

We have stated in this column sev- 
eral times in past years that there 
should be a State law compelling 
smaller bulbs in headlights than the 
32 candle power used the past several 
years. We also stated last year that 
the change from 32 candlepower to 
50 candlepower bulbs in headlights 
would increase un already bad traffic 
hazard on highways. The change 
from 21 to 32 candlepower bulbs in 
headlights was one of the principal 
causes for the big increase in recent 
years of more pedestrians having 
been killed at night on highways. The 
Increase from 32 to 5U candlepower 
will cause a much higher increase in 
the slaughter of pedestrians at night 
by automobiles. Granting that the 
higher-power bulbs permit a longer 
range of vision on highways to those 
drivers who menace themselves and 
others by speeding at 50 miles and 
over, any advantage thus obtained 
is more than offset by the blinding of 
the vision of operators of approach- 
ing cars. 

Boston newspapers (at least some 
of them) feature each year on the 
Monday following Faster, long art! 
cles describing the attire worn by 
persons attending church services on 
Faster Sunday, especially the cloth- 
ing displayed by the ladies. In fact 
the newspapers give more prominence 
to the descriptions and photographs 
of Faster finery than they do to the 
services.

What The Red 
Cross Is Doing 
For Humanity 

"Man's cruelty to man is far too 
rampant today." So spoke Norman Da- 
vis. chairman of the American Red 
Cross, on the evening of March 16th, 
iu ills nationwide broadcast informing 
American citizens of the work of this 
organization in aid of war sufferers 
during the past six months. And he 
ended his straightforward, sincere re- 
port of the use of funds placed iu their 
hands through th<* kindness and sym- 
pathy of tlie American people, by say- 
ing: "The American Red Cross exists 
in the world to aid all." 

That statement is proved in every 
hamlet and town. Like a ripple in 
the stream when a small pebble stirs 
it and expands und expands in widen- 
ing circles, until its influence reaches 
every brook, river, and to the ocean, 
so the efforts in every home where 
women are working, sewing, knitting, 
making surgical dressings, widen to 
a mighty army whose combined prod- 
ucts reach almost unbelievable fig- 
ures in work accomplished. 

The Newton Chapter of the Red Cross 
has shipped to national headquarters 
since Nov. 25th, 1939, 523 sweaters; 
122 pairs of mittens; 181 "Beanies”; 
43 scarves; 7 pairs of socks; 
232 children's dresses; and 92 wom- 
en's dresses. On March 19th the New- 
ton Chapter sent its most recent 
quota, destination Finland, of 24 wom- 
en’s dresses; 65 children’s dresses; 
67 “Beanies"; 26 pairs of mittens; 
one pair of socks; 110 children’s 
sweaters; 40 men’s sweaters; and 13 
women’s sweaters. 

This represents the work of many 
devoted women and young persons. To 
quote Norman Davis again, theirs is 
a share of "the two million hours given 
by women in America to these serv- 
ices for war-stricken Europe.” It 
would seem that the women of Amer- 
ica are making it true that the Red 
Cl'OSS exists to aid all. 

Norman Davis further said that 
with the end of the Finnish-Soviet 
conflict Finland’s need does not cease. 
In fact, there Is great suffering here, 
and throughout the countries where 
war Is iu the saddle. On the western 
front battle may break forth at any 
moment. Clothing, bedding, medicine, 
surgical dressings, hospital supplies, 
already have been sent in many ship- 
ments. and these shipments must con- 
tinue. Red Cross chapters through- 
out the country, moved by the plight of 
Europe’s war sufferers, have mobilized 
a mercy corps of 250.00H women vol- 
unteers. At this writing they are en- 
gaged in the production of hundreds 
of thousands of garments and surgical 
dressings, with shipments arriving 
daily in New York for transmittal to 
Europe. Already the large cargoes 
sent liuve reached the war zones and 
are being distributed where greatest 
needs are reported. To dale, more 
than 166,000 articles of clothing und 
nearly 400,000 surgical dressings have 
reached Europe. Expenditures by the 
National Organization have been In 
tin* six months since Sept. 1st. $1,174,- 
639.78; and tile expenditures of chap- 
ters for materials for shipments to 
Europe have been $166,171.38. Care 
of lie- refugees, not only homeless, but 
with almost no possessions, however 
necessary, Is tin* big work of the Red 
Cross units In Europe today. 

While there 1ms been no actual 
drive. II- it is called, for funds for this 
glgaiith task in aid of humanity, the 
National Organization has authorized 
local cliuplors to accept any contri- 
bution.-- which residents of their cities 
and towns may wish to make toward 
heir shun* of these quotas, whether of 
Materials or money. 


The aid to humanity, which is the 
banner flying for the Red Cross, 
must go on, and through the interest 
of those who can assist, this aid does 
and will go on.

Bleak Finland Celebrates 
Flower Day Each Spring 

It is so common to think of Fin- 
land as n bleak and barren land of 
the north that many visitors are 
greatly surprised to find Flower day, 
May 13, one of the most popular of 
Finnish holidays. It is a day when 
all Helsinki turns out to celebrate 
and the city is literally covered with 
thousands of geraniums, hydran- 
geas. fuchsias, pansies, violets and 
poppies Housewives fill their win- 
dows with flower pots and hang 
wreathes of brightly colored blos- 
soms over their doors, while the 
university students and school chil- 
dren hold processions and singing 
festivals, all marked by lavish florai 
decorations. 

The day is historically the anni- 
versary of the Finnish national an- 
them’s first public performance, so 
that choral singing, for which the 
Finns are as famous as for their run- 
ning, plays a big part in the cele- 
bration. The anthem is nearly a 
hundred years old now, and is dear 
to the heart of every Finn. Its 
words tell of the indomitable spirit 
of Finland in overcoming her nat- 
ural poverty: 

“Our land is poor, as all can tell. 

For those who seek but gold ” 

The visitor is ( bound to admit that 
if the country has little gold in its 
hills it suffers from no lack of gold- 
en buttercups, marigold, and nastur- 
tiums upon their surface. For in 
addition to the boatloads of cultivat- 
ed cut flowers which are sold any 
spring or summer morning in the 
famous marketplace in Helsinki, the 
rural fields and woods are full of 
gay wild blossoms from May till 
August. 

It is a curious fact that with all 
nis love for flowers of every kind 
the modern Finn seldom sends any 
at all to a funeral. A movement 
has been under way for several 
years which provides a home for 
the aged from contributions made 
by those who, instead of buying flow- 
ers for a funeral, send their money 
to the foundation in charge of the 
project.

City Dweller Inferior 

To Farmer in Eyesight 

Although the eyes of the city 
dweller show a greater percentage 
of defective vision than do those of 
his "country cousin." they are bet- 
ter protected against accidental 
damage, as shown by Dr James E. 
Lebensohn in his article "The Eyes 
of Urban Dwellers" appearing in 
Hygeia. 

In an analysis of the physical 
status of 100.000 life insurance pol- 
icy holders, the professional group 
had the highest percentage of de- 
fective vision of some degree in one 
or both eyes; the agricultural group 
had the lowest. In the business 
group, defective vision was some- 
what more common among clerks 
than among executives and sales- 
men. 

The better vision among agricul- 
tural workers has been attributed by 
some to the better lighting condi- 
tions under which they work. But 
the selective factors that determine 
urban population, such as racial dis- 
tribution, require consideration also. 

The eyes of the industrial worker 
are much better guarded than those 
of the farmer. Though the farmer 
may use an ill fitting pair of gog- 
gles, he tends to ignore the danger 
of something in his eye until ulcera- 
tion is well advanced. Kicks from 
horses and mules are a special 
source of danger. 

Disastrous wounds of the eye by 
corn stalks are of frequent occur- 
rence. Flying splinters of wood, re- 
bounding wires, penetrating injuries 
by nails and glances into a gasoline 
engine to see how it works have all 
bi _*n the cause of such serious injury 
as to require removal of the eye. 


Colonial Military Gear 

Sought by Collectors 

Military gear dating from the ear- 
ly Colonial period is so rare that 
the discovery even of fragments of 
arms and armor used by the fore- 
fathers warrants recording. A re- 
cent visit to Yorktown and James- 
town, where many relics of the first 
settlements in Virginia are being un- 
covered by archeologists working 
under the direction of the Colonial 
National park service, emphasizes 
this, writes Dr Joseph R. Mayer in 
“American Collector.” On James- 
town island, the site of active exca 
vating. we visited the museum and 
were permitted to inspect the huge 
store of unclassified artifacts. The 
following list will give some idea of 
the richness of material brought to 
light. 

A fine senes of chased brass bit 
bosses of the Seventeenth century. 

Four hilts from swept-hilt rapiers 
of the Seventeenth century. 

An extraordinarily well preserved 
basket hilt from a Jacobean broad- 
sword. 

Two heavy gun barrels, apparently 
from Seventeenth-century muskets. 

Two deeply corroded pieces of iron 
which might have been matchlock 
plates. 

A flintlock of the type recognized 
as un English doglock and common- 
ly used on military arms during the 
period of the English civil war. 

Three doglock hammers. 

One battery or steel from a snap- 
huunce lock of the type dating from 
the early Seventeenth century. 

In the museum at Yorktown was 
seen that rarest of rare things, a 
piece of annor actually used in 
America. It was a helmet, culled a 
cabasset, commonly used by the sol- 
diery of Europe in the lute Sixteenth 
und eurly Seventeenth centuries. 
Here was also seen unolher doglock. 


Teacher Resigns, 

No Replacement 

At the meeting »*f the School 
Committee on Monday night Supt. of 
Schools Warren announced that the 
resignation of Corn K. Shockley, 
teacher In the 4th grade nt the Cabot 
School has been received, and will 
take effect at the end of the present 
school year. Miss Shockley Is to he 
married. No teacher will he appoint- 
ed to succeed her. ns her work will 
he absorbed by other teachers at the 
school. A number of vacancies in the 
Newton teaching force the past two 
years have not been filled, thus re- 
ducing to that degree the cost of 
teachers' salaries. 

Supt. Warren also Informed the 
committee that an amicable settle- 
ment hud been reached between the 
School Department and members of 
the Newton Lower Falls Improvement 
Association on the controversy over 
the use of the Hamilton School by the 
vocational department of the Trade 
School. Mr. Warren stated that school 
officials and a committee from the 
Improvement Association had visited 
the school on March 1. and that the 
association members after observing 
conditions, agreed that t ho elementa- 
ry and vocational classes at the school 
did not interfere with each other, 
and that the sound of the machinery 
in the trade school room was objec- 
tionably audible in the elementary 
classrooms. 

Last year certuin members of the 
Lower Falls Improvement Association 
attended a meeting of the School Com- 
mittee and were quite insistent that 
the trade school classes he removed 
from the Hamilton School. One offi- 
cer of the Improvement Association, 
who bus been a resident of this city 
for a comparatively short time, as- 
sorted at that meeting, that lie would 
move out of tills city unless the trade 
school classes were removed from the 
Hamilton School.

Age Evidence For 
Social Security 

Documentary evidence of a person’s 
age. ranging from a birth certificate 
to old automobile driving licenses, is 
going to have an increasing impor- 
tance ns the Federal Government's 
old-age and survivors insurance pro- 
gram develops, according to Walter 
W. Daly. Manager of the Social Se- 
curity Board’s Cambridge Field Office. 
Mr. Daly explained that the Govern- 
ment must have the proof of one’s age 
before insurance payments can he 
made. The law provides that monthly 
payments may be made to workers who 
have reached the age of 65 if they 
qualify, but. it will require suitable 
evidence of age. 

Since the law specifies that monthly 
insurance is payable to the widow 
with dependent children under age 16, 
or age 18 if still ’in school, to the 
widow after age 65, and to the young 
dependent children of a fully Insured 
worker who dies, at any age, it is 
necessary for the Social Security 
Board to have some acceptable proof 
that the age of the widow or children 
is such as to justify the payments. 

But a claimant will ho given every 
opportunity to supply the required 
proof. The applicant will be asked if 
he has a birth certificate or a record 
of infant baptism. 

If such testimony cannot he pro- 
duced. Lite Board will open the way 
to the presentation of a miscellaneous 
lot of evidence, which, when viewed 
as n whole, may be regarded as suffi- 
cient. This type of evidence will in- 
clude public documents such as a 
man's army discharge, school records, 
or marriage certificates, naturalization 
papers, voting lists, census records, 
employment records, insurance poli- 
cies, labor union or fraternal associa- 
tion records, passport applications, 
etc. 

If any person otherwise eligible 
for benefits is having difficulty locating 
documentary evidence, we suggest 
that he visit the Social Security Board 
Field Office at 10 Temple st., Central 
sq., Cambridge, which office services 
residents of Newton.

Microscope Will Reveal 

Qualities of Animal Fur 

If the prospective buyer of a fur 
coat demanded several of the hairs 
from the coat before buying it would 
probably create a furor in the store. 
However, if the purchaser planned 
to take the hairs home, study them 
under a microscope and then make 
up her mind, it would be a sensible 
request, says Nature Magazine. 

Furs vary widely in durability, al- 
though some of the most expensive 
furs are among the least durable. 
The microscope reveals the reasons 
because it shows the structure of 
the individual hairs and the clues to 
strength and weakness. 

A hair is a product of the outer 
layer of the skin. It grows out of 
what is known as a follicle. The 
part above the skin is a dead dried 
structure like a finger nail, living 
and growing only at its base. As 
the hair cells multiply and push up- 
wards, forming hair, they change. 
There is a central sort of pith and 
the outermost cells form scales, 
overlapping like shingles on a roof. 
Down at the base of the hair a tiny 
manufacturing plant is turning out 
coloring matter. This is carried 
along as the hair grows. 

If we examine the hairs of various 
animafs under the microscope we 
find that they differ widely in diame- 
ter; in the shape, size and arrange- 
ment of the scales; in the character 
of the pith, and in the way the color 
granules are grouped. The most 
durable hairs are those that have a 
solid pith. 

The rare sea otter is taken as a 
standard durable fur and given a 
rating of 100. On this basis it is in- 
teresting to note the comparative 
rating of other common furs, such 
as: wolverene 100, raccoon (natural) 
65, raccoon (dyed) 50, beaver 90, 
true fui-seal 80, skunk 70, mink 70, 
muskrat 45, opossum 35, fox (nat- 
ural) 40, fox (dyed) 25, ermine 25, 
nutria or copyu rat 25, lynx 25, chin- 
chilla J 5, goat 15. rabbit and hare 
5. mole 5. 


New Telev’sion Tube 

Can Pierce Fog, Haze 

A television transmitting tube that 
can pierce fog and haze to pick up 
scenes for transmission through the 
ether has been developed in the 
laboratories of the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America. 

The screen of the new tube picks 
up scenes by the heat waves given 
off bv» objects in the scene. Tech- 
nically, these are known as infra- 
red rays and unlike light waves, 
they pierce fog and haze. Thus, 
what is primarily projected on the 
screen is not a light image of the 
scene but a “heat” or infra-red im- 
age. 

Instead of being photo-electric as 
the ordinary “tele-eye” or Icono- 
scope of the television pick-up cam- 
eras. the screen is thermo-electric, 
that is. electric potentials are gen- 
erated in it when heat waves strike 
it. The thermo-electric sensitive 
screen is disclosed as being a fine 
film of germunium, a rare earth 
netal, mounted on a thin sheet of 
mica. 

Wh^ii the heat image is projected 
on it localized potential differences 
appear in the film as a result of tem- 
perature differences in different ele- 
mental areas of the heat image. 
These correspond to lights and shad- 
ows of the scene. Now when the 
image on the screen is scanned by 
a pencil beam of electrons, electri- 
cal currents are released from the 
film corresponding with the lights 
and shadows of the scene These 
impulses are amplified and convert- 
ed into a visible image correspond- 
ing to that broadcast. 

With the new tube it would be pos- 
sible, for example, to televise a hot 
electric iron or a stove in a dark 
room 


Lightweight Helium Has 
Little Commercial Value 

Practical commercial utility of 
the “lightweight” helium discovered 
in the air by University of Califor- 
nia scientists remains extremely 
doubtful, the scientists have report- 
ed. 

Dr. Luis W. Alvarez, assistant 
professor of physics, who, with Rob- 
ert Cornog, graduate student from 
Denver, detected submicroscopic 
quantities of the lightweight helium 
in ordinary air, reported the dis- 
covery is considered important to 
the science of physics, but its pos- 
sible use in commercial form, such 
as in lighter than air craft, is very 
much in doubt. 

Reason why the commercial util- 
ity of lightweight helium is extreme- 
ly doubtful is that no method has 
yet been devised to extract any type 
of helium from the air in usable 
commercial quantities. 

The scientists made their discov- 
er with the aid of the university’s 
22 > .on atom smashing cyclotron. 

The United States has a monop- 
o';; on heavy helium which has a 
lit. ng power 92.3 per cent that of 
hydrogen, the lightest known gas.

IWirrcIe Drug* Acl varied 
In Fight on Influanica 

The possibility that medical sci- 
ence at Inst has found a method of 
conquering influenza has been dis- 
closed by the U S, public health 
service. 

The now ‘‘miracle drug" called 
still. ipyridino, already widely used 
in treating pneumonia, may romo to 
bo used ns a preventive of the llu, 
according to Miss Margaret Pitt- 
man, associate bacteriologist at the 
National institute of health. 

An eight-months old baby gave tho 
cl to the sulfapyridine method of 
c‘ rolling the disease, said Miss 
r .itnnn in her report. The infant 
developed an inflammation of the 
eyes and ears and pneumonia. In 
addition lo pneumonia germs, he 
had a heavy infection of tho flu 
germs in his lungs, throat, eyes and 
ears. 

Dr. J. H. McLeod, of Washing- 
ton, who reported the case, adminis- 
tered sulfapyridine immediately. 

“Within 21 hours the child showed 
marked improvement, followed by a 
rapid und uneventful recovery,” 
Miss Pittman said. 

Such success led institute scien- 
tists to begin immediate experi- 
ments on mice. Their results were 
summarized in these statements; 

1— Sulfapyridine was effective in 
protecting mice against experiment- 
al infections of none-type-specific 
hemophilus influenzae (tile bacteria 
which causes influenza). 

2- -The drug did not keep the 
bacteria from entering the blood 
stream, but it apparently retarded 
their increase in tho blood until the 
natural defense forces could over- 
come the germs. 

Two groups of mice were infected 
with the bacteria. One group re- 
ceived no sulfapyridine. The other 
group received varying amounts of 
it. All the untreated mice died 
promptly, and some of the treated 
mice succumbed. In the treated 
group, the number which lived was 
directly proportional to the amount 
of the drug administered, Miss Pitt- 
man said, 

None of those which received only 
one milligram of the drug survived 
the experiment. In some experi- 
ments in the series. 100 per cent of 
the mice which were given as much 
as eight milligrams came through 
alive. They apparently were not af- 
fected by doses of the germs 100 
times greater than :he amount or- 
dinarily needed to kill them. 


Bo w-and- Arrow Used 

For Hunting Big-Game 

Charles (‘‘Tex’’) Stone, one of the 
world’s foremost big-game hunters, 
made an internationally known busi- 
ness out of a bow-and-arrow hobby 
that started as a joke. 

Stone began bagging big game 
with a bow and arrow in 1921. 
While guiding a scientific expedi- 
tion through the African veldt, his 
daily job repaired him to aid a 
party of hunters in obtaining fresh 
meat. 

The abundance of game and the 
ease by which it was shot down, 
bored Smith and the other hunters. 
As a joke someone in the group 
suggested they make the daily meat 
hunt more difficult and dangerous 
by using bows and arrows. 

That joke grew into the biggest 
business of its kind in the country. 
Stone has killed, chiefly for mu- 
seums, 41G big game specimens. 
Museum curators want skins as 
nearly perfect as they can get them. 
The arrow, although deadly, tears 
the skin of the animal only slightly. 

Stone said he couldn’t understand 
why more hunters didn’t use bows 
and arrows to hunt game. 

"In no time at all," he said, "I 
can teach a boy to kill small game. 
And another sporting weapon that 
is effective is the blow gun. With 
a little training a person can be- 
come an expert shot." 

All the specimens Stone has ob- 
tained in Africa, South America. In- 
dia, Australia, Mexico and the Unit- 
ed States were killed at a range of 
less *han 35 yards. 

Stone admitted that he had expe- 
rienced a "few close calls” in hunt- | 
ing man-killing animals with his 
long bow. 

Recently, he bagged a record-size 
mountain lion in the Davis moun- 
tains of west Texas. It weighed 220 
pounds. Stone brought it down at 
30 yards, his arrow striking just 
above the heart. But, he pointed 
out, if the steel-tipped arrow had 
not struck in a vital spot, the lion 
undoubtedly would have charged. 

"An arrow doesn’t carry much 
shock," Stone said. "Unless an ani- 
mal is struck in a vital spot, he is 
able to charge. So I carry life in- 
surance." 

The insurance is in the form of a 
large pistol he carries on his hip. 

87-Year-Oid Deer Hunter 

Eighty-seven-year-ola Tom Pea- 
cock, of Saranac Lake, S Y., went 
deer hunting last year as usual. He 
carried his own pack basket and 
rifle, as he has for about 75 years. 
He hiked into the forest with the 
heavy load on his back and kept 
apace with companions one-quarter 
his uge. The leathery, white-thatched 
Adirondack guide didn’t get a shot. 
Tom Peacock has hunted almost ev- 
ery kind of wild game in North 
America since as a boy he bowled 
over himself and a deer at opposite 
ends of a kicking flintlock musket. 
He likes to recall times past when | 
he hunted i Ik to feed railroad work | 
gangs in the West, moose in Cun- i 
ada, bear und mountain lions in the 
Rockies, or deer in his home coun- 
try. He once killed four Colorudo 
elk with three shots 


Reign of King Charles V 

Recalled by Landmarks 

King Charles V, the monarch 
known as Charles the Wise, con- 
structed many of the most famous 
landmarks in Paris. 

The Louvre museum, whose mar- 
ble halls are known to visitors; tho 
Chateau of Vincennes, just outside 
Paris; tho Palais de Justice, or town 
hall, and the Place de la Bastille, 
where the famous prison once stood, 
nre among the landmarks in Paris 
whose origin dates back to the days 
of Charles V. Even the French Na- 
tional library, the Bibliotheque Na- 
tional, which is known to thousands 
of foreign students attending the 
Sorbonne and other Paris univer- 
sities, had its start with a donation 
from Charles V of more than 1,000 
historic manuscripts. 

Charles V did not actually con- 
struct the palace which later be- 
came the Louvre, but he ordered 
the original structure to be enlarged 
and renovated. The famous Palace 
de Justice was built following the 
instruction of this French monarch 
—but six centuries ago it was 
known as St. Paul’s palace. 

The prison of the Bastille, which 
was destroyed by mobs during the 
French revolution, was built by 
Charles the Wise “to keep Parisians 
in order," according to a history of 
that epoch. The Chateau of Vin- 
cennes, the palace where the king 
was born, was enlarged and redec- 
orated during his reign. 

Other significant events in his 
rule, which were celebrated with fit- 
ting ceremonies in Paris, were the 
establishment of a French merchant 
marine, the placing of France’s tax- 
ation system on a business basis, 
and the expulsion of the English 
from French soil. 


Writer of “God Save tho 

King” an Open Question 

There is room for debate among 
British patriots and musicians as to 
who wrote "God Save the King," as 
several persons have claimed the 
honor of writing both melody and 
words. However, notes a writer in 
the Cleveland Plain Dealer, in Dr. 
John Julian’s dictionary of hymnol- 
ogy, credit for writing the melody 
is given Dr. John Bull, who is said 
to have played it on the organ in 
the Merchant Taylor’s hall in Lon- 
don in 1607, when James I dined 
i there as a guest of the guild. 

Henry Carey is often accepted as 
j the author of both words and music, 
and the air is said to have been 
i sung by him at a dinner in 1740 to 
i celebrate the victory of Portobello. 

| Carey’s son repented his claim in 
1795, hoping to get a pension for his 
father’s patriotic effort, but he did 
; not get it. 

What is certain is that George II 
was the first king to be mentioned 
by name in the song, and that it be- 
came suddenly and widely popular 
after having been sung in the Drury 
Lane theater in London in 1745, soon 
after the proclamation of the Pre- 
tender at Edinburgh. It was sung 
at Covent Garden and other thea- 
ters immediately after and soon ev- 
i erybody was singing: “God bless 
our noble king; God save great 
George our king.” 


Uncrowned Rulers 

The fact that a king has not been 
crowned does not mean that his rule 
is unacknowledged. Whitaker's Al- 
manac says that from the time of 
King Henry the Eighth it has been a 
recognized principle that immedi- 
ately upon the death of a monarch 
his heir becomes his already con- 
stituted successor. The solemn and 
elaborate ceremony of coronation is 
the formal public ratification of an 
event which is already of binding 
force. Listed among English kings 
and queens in Whitaker’s Almanac 
are two rulers who never were 
crowned! Edward V and Jane 
(Lady Jane Grey). Edward V 
reigned only a few months and Lady 
Jane Grey only a few days. 


Italics in the Bible 

In several early English transla- 
tions of the Bible many words not 
intended to be emphasized are print- 
ed in italics. This is because the 
translators of the Scriptures were 
unable to find English words equiv- 
alent to some of the words in the 
Hebrew, Greek and Latin texts. 
Whenever they were compelled to 
insert extra words to make the 
translation intelligible to English 
readers they put these additional 
words in italics to indicate the in- 
sertion.

Mixed Marriage 
Couple Receive 
Jail Sentences 

In the Newton court yesterday 
Judge Quinn of Natick sentenced Mrs. 
Eva Small to Sherborn Prison, and 
William Tetinllmn to one year in Bil- 
lerica Prison. Both appealed, The 
couple who have been residing at 
1110 Boylston st., Upper Falls, ap- 
peared in the Newton court on March 
9 when Tennihun came to testify as 
a witness against their daughter, 
Frances Tennihan, 19, against whom 
he had made a complaint of being u 
stubborn child. Questioned by Judge 
Mayberry on that day, Tennihan re- 
vealed that lie and the girl’s mother, 
Mrs. Small, although divorced, were 
living together at 1110 Boylston st. 
Complaints were then issued against 
tlie couple, and they were found guilty 
on a morals charge. Judge Quinn 
commented that they had created an 
aggravated scandal in the commu- 
nity. After her mother had been sen- 
tenced. their younger daughter, Ruth 
Tennihan, 18. caused a scene In the 
courtroom by jumping up and cry- 
ing to the judge— “You can’t do that. 
It isn’t fair.’’ 

Mrs. Small lias been married seven 
times according to record. In 1912 j 
she married Clifford Mendlle; he died \ 
the following year. In 1915 she mar- 
ried Wendell Small of Boston, and in 
1916 divorced him. In 1919 she mar- 1 
ried William Tennihan at Medford 
and in 1926 she divorced him. In 1926 
she married Edward Burns at New 
York, and in 1927 divorced him. Two 
days after that divorce she remar- 
ried Tennihan, and that marriage was 
dissolved by another divorce in 1931. 
in 1932 she married a John McGee 
in New York and in 1933 they were 
divorced. In 1934 she again married 
Wendell Small, only to again separate 
from him. This time she did not 
bother with the formality of another 
divorce before taking up residence for 
the third time with Tennihan. 

The older daughter, Frances, 
against whom the father had made 
the “stubborn child” complaint, was 
sentenced to Sherborn Prison a cou- 
ple or weeks ago.

New Study of Sun Spots 

Detailed in Publication 

Popular conjecture ns to the im- 
portance of sun spots to inhabitants 
of the earth is just so much wild 
j guessing until scientists learn more 
about sun spots themselves. Among 
other astronomical centers where 
widespread study of sun spots is be- 
ing carried on is the University of 
Michigan observatory at Ann Arbor. 
Discoveries of the last few years 
have made possible the prediction 
of latitudes of sun spot activity 
throughout an 11-year cycle. This 
fact, together with evidence that re- 
gions of maximum and minimum 
sun-spot activity recur with each 27- 
day rotation of the sun about its 
axis, led Michigan astronomers to 
believe that further studies might 
reveal the basis for predicting the 
longitude of sun-spot activity, as 
well as its latitude. 

After three years of intensive 
study of the problem, Dr. Hazel 
Marie Losh, of the Michigan observ- 
atories, has published the results of 
her observation of the distribution 
of sun spots in longitude, indicating 
strong evidence for the belief that 
sun spots tollr egular patterns in 
their distribut .» across the face of 
the sun, as well as they do in distri- 
bution up and down between the 
solar poles. Most striking among 
Dr. Losh’s findings is the tendency 
for opposite sun-spot activity to ap- 
pear in the northern and southern 
hemispheres of the sun at any one 
longitude. While occasionally simi- 
lar activity areas were found at the 
same longitude in both hemispheres, 
by fat the most common situation 
was the finding of maximum activ- 
ity in the northern hemisphere, ac- 
companied by minimum activity in 
tiie southern hemisphere. 

Household Illumination 
Unchanged in 25,000 Yrs. 

The inventions of Aimee Argand 
and John Miles in the 1780s revolu- 
tionized the art of household illumi- 
nation. For more than 25,000 years 
lamps in various forms had consist- 
ed of an open or partially closed res- 
ervoir for oil with a wick lying at 
the rim or in a protruding spout, 
writes Howard G. Hubbard in 
American Collector. They gave 
poor light, spilled oil abominably, 
and cast an annoying shadow on 
the side away from the flame. 

All three of these fundamental 
faults were overcome almost at a 
stroke by the vertical wick and 
closed reservoir of Argand and 
Miles. There were left many prob- 
lems of refinement and, as often 
happens with epochal inventions, at 
least one new problem was created. 
The earlier lamps, with flame near 
the fuel, could use either expensive 
oils or waste kitchen greases. The 
latter would not work in the new 
lamps, which utilized whale, sperm, 
fish and vegetable oils. Here, then, 
was the new problem: a lamp with 
the advantages of vertical wick and 
closed reservoir and the ability to 
burn inexpensive greases. 

We have meager evidence that in- 
ventors on both sides of the Atlantic 
went to work on this problem al- 
most at once. Perhaps the first to 
succeed was John Love of South 
Carolina. He took out a United 
States patent in 1798 for a “tallow 
lamp,” but this bare title is the sum 
total of our present knowledge re- 
garding it. Proof that a “lamp for 
burning lard” was invented in this 
country previous to 1810 is contained 
in a statement made by Thomas P. 
Jones, M. D v editor of tlie Journal 
of the Franklin Institute and, pre- 
vious to that appointment, superin- 
tendent of the patent office.

Survey Reveals Opinions 
On Criminal Punishment 

Pardon and parole should be abol- 
ished and persons convicted of 
crimes should serve their full sen- 
tences except where injustice is re- 
vealed by new evidence, in the opin- 
ion of 83 per cent of the men and 
88 per cent of the women covered 
in a survey of 25,000 Northwestern 
National life insurance policyhold- 
ers. Death penalty for murder 
was approved by 86 per cent of 
the men and 75 per cent of the 
women; 88 per cent of the men 
and 93 per cent of the women 
favored sterilization of habitual 
criminals. Many expressed alarm 
over current conditions and favored 
“cracking down” on tender treat- 
ment of criminals. The first aim 
of penal and legal forces should be 
to protect the law-abiding by mak- 
ing crime dangerous and its re- 
wards unpleasant, thought 81 per 
cent of the women and 78 per cent 
of the men, with rehabilitation of 
the criminal important, but second- 
ary. The recommendations of those 
questioned included separation of 
first offenders from “repeaters” in 
prisons; closing of loopholes in pro- 
cedure through which "smart” law- 
yers can frep criminals at a prof- 
it; placing of more police powers 
in federal hands; und use of crim- 
inals sentenced to execution for pur- 
poses of scientific research, the lat- 
ter suggestion proceeding from a 
number of doctors. 


Must Extensive Man Hunt 
The most extensive man hunt in 
history was for the three De Autre- 
mont brothers who held up a mail 
train in Oregon on October 11, 1923. 
Not only were circulars in a hun- 
dred languages sent throughout the 
world, says Collier’s Weekly, but 
special descriptions of their teeth 
went to dentists, of their watches to 
jewelers, of their eye-glasses to oc- 
ulists and of their literary tastes to 
librarians. They were captured in 
1927 after a seurch that cost $5(J0, 
000 . 


Newton Teachers 
Anxious To Study 
This Summer 


Fourteen teachers in tho Newton 
public schools will ho selected in 
tin* near future by Supt. of Schools 
Warren to study at "summer work- 
shops" in July and August. They will 
be chosen from 70 applicants. New- 
ton Is one of the 14 public school 
systems in tills country selected to 
participate in a 5 year program in- 
stituted by the American Council 
on Education for the purpose of im- 
proving teaching. In 1938 a grant 
of $550,000 was received from Rocke- 
feller Foundation through the Gen- 
eral Education Board to finance this 
program. Twenty teacher training 
institutions will also send representa- 
tives. Six of the Newton teachers 
will attend tlie workshop at Chicago 
University this summer. The other 
eight will go to other schools. Each 
will he paid most of the cost of their 
transportation, board and tuition for 
tlie 5 weeks course. 

Woman Fined $20, 
Drove Recklessly 

Anna Fahey of West Spruce st., 
Milford, was fined $20 by Judge May- 
berry in the Newton court on Wed- 
nesday for driving a car so as to 
endanger the safety of the public. 
On March 14 a car driven by her 
collided at Homer street and Ashton 
ave.. Newton Centre, with a car driv- 
en by Arthur Ayre of Furbush ave., 
West Newton.

When his brother and family went 
out in their automobile Tuesday after- 
noon. lie declined to accompany them. 
When the relatives returned at 8:15 
they searched the house for him and 
found the body in the attic. 

His funeral service was held on 
Friday morning at St. Bernard’s 
Church and burial was in Calvary 
Cemetery, Waltham.
